Jerry Gordon Tart was born in Newton Grove, North Carolina on April 15, 
1934, to Ellen Warren Tart and the late Gordon G. Tart. He is the eldest of six 
children and the only son. He attended public schools in Sampson and 
Johnston Counties. Following graduation from Meadow High School he 
entered Wake Forest University where he received a Bachelor of Arts Degree 
in 1955 and a Juris Doctor Degree from the Wake Forest University School of 
Law in 1957. He was a member of Phi Delta Phi Legal Fraternity. He was 
admitted to practice in the Supreme Court of North Carolina August 10, 1957, 
the United States District Court for the Middle District of North Carolina 
March 13, 1970, and the United States Court of Appeals for the Fourth Circuit 
February 5, 1974. 


Jerry married Zilphia (“Zee”) Britt, a grade and high school classmate 
and sweetheart, on June 2, 1956. They have resided in Greensboro since 1962 
and presently reside at 3003 Greenbrook Drive. They have two daughters, 
Laura, who is a sophomore at Wake Forest University, and Rachel, who is a 
sophomore at Page High School. They are members of the Irving Park United 
Methodist Church where Jerry has served on the Administrative Board and as 
a Trustee. Laura and Rachel are both members of Greensboro Assembly No. 
23, Order of Rainbow for Girls, and Laura is a past Worthy Advisor. 


Following graduation from law school Jerry entered active duty with the 
United States Air Force where he served in the Judge Advocate General's 
Department. After completing a Basic Officers Training Course at Lackland 
Air Force Base, San Antonio, Texas, he was assigned as an Assistant Staff 
Judge Advocate at Laughlin Air Force Base, Del Rio, Texas. This tour was 
followed by a tour of duty at Headquarters, 3rd Air Force, London, England, 
where he also served as Assistant Stafí Judge Advocate. While in England he 
and his wife, Zee, had the opportunity to travel extensively throughout 
England and Scotland and in several European countries and in Ireland. He 
was awarded the USAF Commendation Medal in July 1962. 


Upon release from active duty in August, 1962, Jerry entered the practice 
of law in Greensboro, North Carolina, with the firm of Hoyle, Boone, Dees & 
Johnson. After several years as an associate and partner in that firm, he joined 
with a group in forming the firm of Dees, Johnson, Tart, Giles and Tedder and 
was a partner in that firm until he and J. Sam Johnson, Jr., a classmate from 
his college and law school days and a partner during all of his years of private 
law practice (and a member of Corinthian Lodge No. 542), formed the firm of 
Johnson and Tart on June 1, 1985. Jerry was appointed United States 
Bankruptcy Judge from the Middle District of North Carolina and assumed 
those duties on December 1, 1986, and continues to serve in that capacity.

He was 
appointed a Steward in 1965, progressed through the line and served as 
Master in 1970. He was elected Treasurer in 1976 and served in that capacity 
through 1988 when he requested the members to relieve him of this 
responsibility so he would have more time for his Grand Lodge 
responsibilities. As evidence of the high regard the members of the Lodge have 
for him, he was awarded the “Man of the Year” plaque in 1971 and again in 
1987 and was elected to life membership on April 11, 1988. 


Jerry is an honorary member of Guilford Lodge No. 656, Greensboro, 
North Carolina, Stokesdale Lodge No. 428, Stokesdale, North Carolina, 
Bingham Lodge No. 272, Mebane, North Carolina, and Revolution Lodge No. 
552, Greensboro, North Carolina. He is also a member of the Past Master's 
Clubof Greensboro and has served for many years as a member of the Board of 
Directors of the Greensboro Masonic Temple Company and a member of the 
Board of Directors of the Greensboro Masonic Museum and Library, Inc. 


In April, 1981, Most Worshipful Nelson B. Banks appointed him as 
District Deputy Grand Master for the 36th Masonic District, and he served in 
that capacity for the year 1981-82. He was appointed Grand Representative of 
Canada (Ontario) near the Grand Lodge of North Carolina on August 5, 1987. 

Atthe 195th Annual Communication of the Grand Lodge of Ancient Free 
and Accepted Masons of North Carolina, Most Worshipful Grand Master A. C. 
“Jack” Honeycutt appointed Jerry as Grand Steward. Since that time he has 
advanced through the Grand Lodge line, serving on a number of Boards and 
Committees of the Grand Lodge by virtue of being a Grand Lodge officer. At 
the 202nd Annual Communication of the Grand Lodge of Ancient Free and 
Accepted Masons of North Carolina, he was elected and duly installed as 
Grand Master to lead our fraternity during the ensuing year.

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ADDRESS OF THE GRAND ORATOR 
(Docket No. 1) 


The Grand Master presented W.-.Brother H. Lloyd 
Wilkerson, Grand Orator of the Grand Lodge of North 
Carolina, who delivered the following oration: 


Most Worshipful Grand Master, Distinguished Grand East and Visitors, my 
dear Brethren: 


For the third time in as many consecutive session, I come before you as your 
Grand Orator. I hope that your reaction is not the same as that of Jeanne, my 
supportive wife of forty-four years. Last April when I informed her that I had 
been buttonholed by Grand Master Thomas to succeed myself as Grand 
Orator, she exclaimed, “You had two tries under Eddie Stiles, why can't you 
get it right and they will let you alone?" I began my response with something 
like “You don't understand . . .” whereupon she interrupted with “Don’t you 
know how to say no?” Why argue with her. I should have learned from her 
because for nearly half a century she has demonstrated to me how to say no! 


So hereI am. AndI am glad that he asked me. In the preceding orations, the 
central theme was the Bicentennial of this Grand Lodge and the celebration of 
the Bicentennial of the Constitution of the United States. In them I discussed 
our glorious past. Weare proud ofthe accomplishments of our Fraternity and 
of the Constitution of the United States which gives us the freedom to meet, to 
learn, and to grow as a people and as a Fraternity. We are proud of our 
forefathers who helped to achieve freedom, but we cannot flourish today on the 
accomplishments of George Washington and his Masonic associates. They only 
serve to inspire us. Their achievements came during a Revolution when it was 
not a violation of Masonic Law for lodges to discuss politics. They were the 
heart of the political scene! 


The Bicentennial Celebration of the Constitution will continue until 1991, 
the 200th anniversary of "The Bill of Rights," but in this my final appearance 
before you, I wish to talk about our contemporary history —the issues that are 
before us in the temples of Freemasonry throughout this land in 1989. 


These are trying times for Freemasonry throughout North America. To 
sensethe frustrations and concerns of our leaders, one has only to examinethe 
agenda of the Conference of Grand Masters of North America held in 
February 1989. 


The underlying concern of the entire Conference was membership, ever 
decreasing total membership in all Jurisdictions. Even before the Conference 
was convened in its regular session, the Report of the National Task Force 
Survey was briefed to all who could attend. The Survey evaluated 
Freemasonry with other fraternal and service organizations in local 
communities to determine the target groups of men most likely to join the 
Masonic Fraternity. I will alludetosomeof its findings later. Suffice it to say, 
without some miracle to change current trends, it predicts a gloomy future for 
membership. 


Discussion/Workshop topics on the formal agenda at the Conference of 
Grand Masters which might interest this audience were “Black Masons,” 
“Double Standard, Alcohol or Not?,” “More Than One Blackball?,” 
“Freemasonry’s Image in the Community.” 


All of these discussions are contemporary issues germane to the good health 
of Freemasonry. Our leaders are concerned that by the beginning of the next 
century, only eleven years from now, the total membership of the Craft in the 
United States of America may be less than two million, down over 50% in less 
than thirty years. Their concern has many facets: Relationship of the 
Fraternity with Federal and local governments; financial implications; 
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prestige of our members and the image of local lodges within their 
communities, just to name a few. 

In my view, the latter issue, if properly solved, could becomethe remedy for 
all of the other anxieties. That issue is the image of the local lodge within its 
community, prestige of its members, not the politicians alone, they are 
important, but the men of influence in all walks of life in the community. While 
visiting the Supreme Council of Scotland last year, one of their leaders 
informed me that the Rotary Club in his community had more prestigious 
members with far more influence in the community than the Masonic 
Fraternity. That service organization, Rotary, allows only one member from 
each profession and its programs of charity are highly visible in the 
community. Both of us agreed that petitions for Freemasonry with no 
restriction by profession, race, religion, or creed truly represents our 
democratic cultures in each nation. We have a rich heritage of good and 
distinguished members from all walks of life. Some have had a profound 
influence on the nation, the state, and the local communities. 

As membership dwindles in North America, there is fear that the 
Fraternity will lose its prestigious influence on society; some believe it is 
already lost, for the Survey suggests that we are practically unknown in our 
local communities. Why do so few people know the location of our lodge 
buildings? Why do they say when shown the Masonic Emblem that it 
represents some "secret society," if they recognize it at all? Or they respond, 
“Oh, I haveseen that at times in the classified ads of the newspaper, but I don't 
know anything about it some sort of secret society or cult, I think. “TI tell you 
why, by any measuring device, we arenot visible in our communities, either as 
a fraternity or by our good deeds. And we perform many good deeds, within 
the Fraternity and outside the Fraternity, but they go unnoticed unless 
advertised, or celebrated by an effective public relations program. 

The men in our local communities are the only source of new members. If the 
Survey has correctly reported their level of knowledge about Freemasonry, 
why would they ever petition the local lodge? Such an act would be irrational 
for a wise and prudent man, a person we would desire to welcome among us! I 
hope that you agree with me that weshould not actively solicit or invite anyone 
to petition the lodge! Then how do we attract good men? Well, how were you 
attracted? let me tell you how I was attracted. 

The very first recollection of anything Masonic was the funeral of my father 
on the last day of 1933; staffs against the church wall—friends of my father 
and family members in white aprons—very impressive. 

The next day, New Year's Day 1934, my mother turned to me and said, “You 
— the head of this house." Hardly a Happy New Year for a fourteen year 
old! 

Destitution is a weak word to describe the plight of my mother, younger 
sister and me. 

Troy, Tennessee, was a typical small community—town square where 
fellows met to gossip about those who were absent. An almost continuous game 
of rook under the trees. During any day, most of the community leaders would 
visit that square. If you wanted to get work, that was the place to find 
employment. 

Employment after school was always available for me during the last three 
years of High School. Not until years later did I realize that my father's 
Masonic brothers helped to see me properly employed when the Great 
Depression was in full swing. My minister, Past Master, and Past Grand 
Patron of the Order of Eastern Star in Tennessee; the president of the bank, 
Past Master: the Director of the Funeral Home, Master Mason; they were my 
mentors. 

After High School, what next? I didn’t believe it possible to go to college. But 
these brethren insisted that I go. They made it possible for me to borrow 
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money, some without interest. I took out my first insurance policy and made 
the co-signers of the notes the beneficiaries. The money was repaid in full 
before the due date and my sister borrowed it four years later for the same 
purpose. For sentimental reasons, I still own the policy. 


This sounds like a mere solution to an economic problem. Not so! The 
genuine personal interest displayed in my welfare and conduct over an eight 
year period had a lasting influence on my life style for the next half century. 


In retrospect, they seemed to know when I was discouraged, when I had 
achieved success, and when I appeared to be traveling with the wrong 
companions. Possibly better than most fathers, maybe better than I did for my 
owns sons, they cleverly counseled me on the great moral principles of this 
Fraternity, the proper ways for all peoples to live in harmony with each other. 
It was a strange association, for I went to the minister and undertaker for 
financial advice, but I went to the banker to talk about girls! They were my 
father images. 


We really never discussed it, but I always knew that when I became a 
self-supporting adult, I would become a Freemason, and associate with the 
Mahons’, the Berrys’, and the Niells’. Some day I would join Western Sun 
Lodge No. 88. 


In less than a year after college, the Japanese bombed Pearl Harbor. I 
enlisted as a private in the Marines and went to war. Survival was now the 
issue, not Freemasonry! Midway through the war, I was hospitalized back to 
the United States and assigned to duty at Pocatello, Idaho. On the very first 
weekend in Idaho, I met my nemesis, the lady with whom I would spend the 
remainder of my life. I was a very weak combat veteran, she was sassy and 
difficult, and I did not have with me my trusty advisor, Mr. Berry, the Banker. 
She was already an officer in the Eastern Star. Many evenings I sat in the 
lobby of the Lodge waiting for her to finish her duties. Those occasions brought 
me in contact with many Master Masons. When it was apparent that I could 
never return to Troy, Tennessee, to join Western Sun Lodge No. 88, my 
mentors were gone, these Idaho brethren made it possible for me to petition 
Keystone Lodge No. 81, from North China, and to be initiated, passed, and 
raised on a thirty day leave after World War II. 


Since March 15, 1946, I have traveled the world as a Freemason. it has 
enriched my life for I have never been to many places where I felt like a 
stranger. Lodges in North America, and elsewhere in the world, have offered 
friendship and brotherly love. Jeanne and I have met some of the most 
interesting people as a result of belonging to this great Fraternity. In fact, I 
doubt if there is a person in this audience that I could have known had I not 
been a Freemason. 


I am confident that all of us have very special reasons for joining and 
personal experiences that we cherish. The question before us is how do we 
attract good men, now, not forty years ago? 


First, we must recognize that our culture has changed during most of our 
lifetimes. We are no longer an agrarian society. We are asociety of many races 
and persuasions, more urban than rural. The last so-called “Aryan society,” an 
all white, blue-eyed, blond, non-Jewish society, was sponsored by the modern 
tyrant, Adolph Hitler. Many of you helped destroy that perpetrator of evil. 


Secondly, Freemasonry is no longer the only lodge or service organization 
in the community. It is one among many. Its main charities are support of 
corporate functions such as the Masonic and Eastern Star Home and Oxford 
Orphanage—magnificent endeavors, but absolutely no help in attracting new 
members from a local community where service organizations help the needy, 
or provide scholarships for the deserving youth. These competitors do not beg 
for publicity for their new officers, as we do. They get publicity for their good 
deeds in the community because the media leaders are among their members. 
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Publicity is easy! They provide for selective membership, but their voting 
systems do not foster pettiness. Sometimes it appears that ours do! We will 
reject a most prestigious man in the community when no member has 
contacted the investigating committee while it is at work. The modern 
community service organizations would not expel one of its members because 
he paid his dues with a check from his legitimate business, a beer distribution 
company. Masons do! 

Notwithstanding our individual shortcomings, we are members of the 
most noble of all fraternities in the history of the world. The challenge before 
us is to bring the Fraternity into the Twenty-First Century with vigor, and ina 
compatible relationship with our changing culture. We must begin to truly 
live as a Fraternity in our communities, perform good deeds which display the 
tenets of Freemasonry, brotherly love, relief, and truth. We must treat all of 
God's creatures with respect and dignity, lending a helping hand to those in 
our neighborhoods who are in distress, not for publicity, not to be haughty or 
boastful, but because we genuinely care about God's creation. True charity is 
what we give of our own, not what we solicit from others! Only then will we 
attract a new following of inspired members. As the harbingers of the Twenty- 
First Century dawn put to flight the shadows of the turbulent Twentieth 
Century, giving birth to a new and better day. I am confident that 
Freemasonry, with its lofty tenets and ideals, will have a profoundly positive 
influence on the world. I pray that I will be present for roll call tosee you begin 
that exciting new Century.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 
MASONIC AND EASTERN STAR HOME 
OF NORTH CAROLINA, INC. 


(Docket No. 9) 


The following report of Brother Tommy L. Jones, 
Superintendent of the Masonic and Eastern Star Home, Inc., 
was presented and entered on the record: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


The 75th Anniversary Banquet held at the Holiday Inn Four Seasons on 
Saturday, January 7, 1989, was a success. Of the approximately 400 in 
attendance, there were forty-three residents and thirteen employees with 
their spouses from the Home. The decorations, fellowship, meal, 
entertainment and speech making were all fitting for the occasion. 
Throughout the day Sisters and Brothers, many of whom had never visited, 
toured the Home with residents as tour guides. We are all indebted to Sister 
Mary Carter, P.G.M., and to her committee who planned and organized this 
event for over a period of twelve months. It should be noted here that to the best 
of my inquiries I cannot find any information about either the 25th (1939) or 
the 50th (1964) anniversary commemorations. 


On January 19, 1989, I began my ninth year as the Superintendent of the 
Home. It seems appropriate I should briefly lay before you some of the 
progress we have made in regard to the careof the residents, the maintenance 
of the buildings and grounds and the overall morale of the employees. During 
these years activity has taken the place of lethargy, confidence has taken the 
place of despair, and these turn-arounds have attracted the attention of many 
Sisters and Brothers over the state. As a result, the contributions havesteadily 
gone upward, more and better care have been extended to the residents, our 
population has increased, the buildings and grounds have been made 
attractive, and salaries and benefits for the employees have steadily risen. The 
realization of these progressions plus all future goals depend in no small 
degree upon the wise, righteous, and optimistic attitude of The Grand Lodge. 


In pausing to reflect upon the progress we have made, I am somewhat 
disappointed that the Symbolic (Blue) Lodge contributions for the operating 
expenses in 1988 were about $13,000 less than in 1987. However, this 
disappointment is tempered when realize that over $300,000 was contributed 
in 1988 for the addition to the Care Center and $641,000 contributed to the 
Orphanage. Combining the $341,000 for the Home’s operating expenses with 
the other two figures, one can see that over $1,000,000 was contributed by the 
Masons to the two Homes or Institutions. This is somewhat amazing when one 
considers the constant decline of membership and when one realizes the small 
percentage of Masons who contribute. 


There has been an ever so slight but steady increase in the memorials, 
legacies and wills left to the Home in the past eight years. It is in this area I feel 
the financial base for the operation of the Home rests in the future. As our 
operating expenses continue to mount, our income from the residents, Lodges, 
Grand Chapter and Grand Lodge will increase but at a slower pace. I feel it is 
incumbent upon us tosee that future programs of fund raising should attempt 
to make inroads into this vital area. If not, I can foresee the time when—should 
I ET it—that programs and care extended to the residents must be scaled 

ac 


Inthe previous eight years we have admitted 220 residents into the Home. 
There have also been 187 deaths and four withdrawals during this same 
period. By utilizing every room in the residential areas, our residential 
population is at its highest peak. The limitation of physical space assures the 
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total population will not exceed the 200 figure. In fact, we can rest comfortably 
with our total population between 195 and 200. Our population in the Care 
Center ranges anywhere from sixty-five to seventy-five during the course of a 
year. On several occasions we have had every bed filled in the Care Center but 
usually we have a few vacant beds for emergencies. 


Services provided for the residents in recent years inside the Home 
include the expertise of a dentist, dermatologist, ophthalmologist, 
psychiatrist, and physical therapist. All of these services, plus the services of 
the Home physician, who has now been with us for over twenty years, have 
insured good quality care which in turn has increased the life span. Our 
in-house dental and eye clinics established a few years ago have enabled us to 
provide the necessary teeth and eye care. Life security is an insurance we 
provide for each resident. 


The good repair of our buildings and the proper maintenance of our 
grounds are areas in which much time and effort have been expended. In the 
past six years we have seen the renovation of the first and second floors of the 
Care Center and the interiors of both the Latham and Setzer Buildings. We 
have also seen new roofs placed upon the Care Center, the kitchen and dining 
room and on several of the corridors connecting the buildings. The inside of the 
Chapel was spruced up three years ago with paint, carpet, pew coverings and 
radiator covers. Not standing still, our main emphasis for the next few months 
is to provide new furniture for our Care Center. The present furniture has 
served us well for nineteen years but the constant wear has produced ashabby 
appearance. 


Likewise much attention is being given to our grounds. New flower beds 
are being created. Trees and shrubbery suitable to our soil and landscape are 
being planted. Neatness and cleanliness of all the grounds are being 
maintained in all seasons. Much detailed attention can be paid to our grounds 
becauseofthe hiringof a gardener in theSpring of 1988. She works in concert 
with those residents who need the therapy of yard work, however, she 
maintains a consistency whenever those residents for whatever the reason are 
unable to work. It is imperative that equal attention be given to both the 
buildings and the grounds in maintenance and future improvements. 


Inthe past eight years better and more fringe benefits have been acquired 
by the employees. We now have a good health insurance policy, a suitable 
number of paid annual leave days and an adequate pension (retirement) plan. 
In addition to these benefits we are providing a working atmosphere in which 
individual stress and strain have a very small role. Salary adjustments have 
been made for those who were below the decency of an average salary and also 
for those who were below the salaries of employees in equivalent fields 
working in other nursing homes. Maintaining these salaries is a prerequisite 
for keeping and hiring good personnel because in the final analysis, the type of 
care we provide depends upon the ability and caliber of our employees. 


We have had some recent tragedies amid our employees. One of our 
maintenance men, forty-two years of age, became sick before Christmas. The 
word has now come that he has cancer of the intestines. Our residential nurse, 
who all the residents love, has just lost her forty-eight year old husband 
through death. Neither of these employees will be back. The chore of 
maintaining good care for the residents becomes more difficult with the loss of 
capable personnel. 


As wecelebratethe 75th anniversary throughout the year, it is important 
that we pause, take delight in our past achievements, take inventory of where 
we are today and set goals of where we want to go in the future. Personally I 
wishtothank each of you for the courtesy, kindness and consideration of which 
Iappreciate most highly. I state without fear of contradiction that our Home in 
all of its phases is in the best shape of its history. This is because you, The 
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Grand Lodge, have been liberal in your thoughts, progressive in your actions, 
knowing no person or set of people but working harmoniously for the good of 
all. I count my labors not in vain.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS 
OF THE MASONIC AND EASTERN STAR HOME 
OF NORTH CAROLINA, INC. 


(Docket No. 10) 


The following report of the Board of Directors of the 
Masonic and Eastern Star Home was presented and entered on 
the record: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


The Board of Directors met at the Home the second Saturdays of 
February, May, August and November in 1988. These were the regular 
quarterly meetings as spelled out in the By-Laws of the Home. All of the 
meetings were well attended and all business was conducted harmoniously. 


The Board Members, along with the whole of both the Fraternity and the 
Order of The Eastern Star, were saddened by the untimely death of Board 
Member and Past Grand Master William W. Mims, Jr., who passed away on 
July 10, 1988. Bill, who had served on the Board for many years and who had 
labored hard on the Building and Grounds Committee, had been sick, was 
recovering, and then took a turn for the worst. To complete his term on the 
Board the Grand Master appointed Brother Rod Tidy, Jr. of Siler City. Under 
the unusual circumstances, Brother Rod performed ably. 


The three areas of continuous concern are the lengthy waiting list, the 
ever increasing operating expenses, and the unbuilt addition to the Care 
Center. During the course of 1988, forty-six applicants were approved for the 
waiting list and two were disapproved. Included in the forty-six approvals are 
ten couples. Presently the waiting list consists of 105 individuals, of which 
twenty-one are couples. The length of waiting time before admission can be as 
long as three years. Although the Board is aware of and attempting to address 
this problem, no practical solution has been found. 

Also, no solution has been found to stem the rapid increase of operating 
expenses. More and better care, population growth, improvement in salaries 
and inflation have all been factors contributing to the increase of expense. The 
Board is striving in every way to apply cost effective measures. Our main 
concern has been and will continue to be a new addition to the CareCenter. At 
the present time over $400,000 has been collected but the goal is two million. 
Some strains and stresses have developed because no one knows how to raise 
more funds or can predict any future groundbreaking.

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the care extended to the residents is above reproach; the buildings, although 
old, are well maintained and are attractive; the grounds aretrimmed and neat 
in appearance; and the employee morale is wholesome. 

We owe a debt of gratitude to the Grand Master, L. R. Thomas, for his 
sincere and dedicated leadership and also to outgoing Board Members 
Norburn C. Hyatt, P.G.M., and Dick Pierce. We are profoundly grateful for 
the financial contributions of the Symbolic (Blue) Lodges, The North Carolina 
Masonic Foundation, The Grand Lodge, and The Grand Chapter, O.E.S., 
because we know without their support we could not function. Others who 
have "gone on foot and out of their way" to lend us support are the Winston- 
Salem Scottish Rite Bodies, the Oxford York Rite Bodies, the Association of 
Capitular Masons, the Gastonia York Rite Bodies and the North Carolina 
Grand York Rite Bodies. To each we give our most humbled thanks for 
remembering the Home during 1988. 

Moreover, we wish to express our sincere gratitude for the 
Superintendent and his capable staff for their dedication to our elderly Sisters 
— ona at the Home. Truly the spirit of Freemasonry is in practice in 

reensboro.

Weobserved a new walk-in freezer in the basement below the kitchen. We 
visited in the Dining Room and talked with the Food Service Director, Marion 
Ross, she was quite pleased with a Grade A rating in the Dining Facility, and 
e the Health Inspector had remarked that the kitchen was the cleanest he 

seen. 

We talked to several residents in each building and found them to be 
happy and well cared for. 

The Committee was very impressed of the overall operation of the Home 
and especially by the various activities planned for the residents. It appeared 
that special emphasis had been made to keep the guest mentally alert and 
active.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF OXFORD ORPHANAGE 
(Docket No. 12) 
The following report of Brother David R. Grissom, 
Superintendent of Oxford Orphanage, was read and entered 
on the record: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


The entire family of the Oxford Orphanage wishes to thank you for your 
continued love, support and prayers. It is through your many acts of kindness 
and that of all the Masons of North Carolina that we have been able to maintain 
along and fruitful heritage. We are deeply grateful toour Oxford community 
and Granville County as they continue to support us and assist our children 
with their growing and educational endeavors. 


The year 1988 has been a good year for our children who attend the 
Granville County Public Schools. Those schools directly involved with our 
children of the Oxford Orphanage note that our children are doing well and 
that the relationship with the Orphanage is maintaining a positive level. We 
are very grateful to the Rev. Pat Cox, who served faithfully as Acting 
Superintendent for eight months while a new Superintendent was selected in 
1988 and continues to serve as our laision between the Orphanage and school 
system. Through his efforts and that of many of our staff members, the 
channels of good communication have been maintained. 


At the present time, we have three students who have been accepted to 
various colleges, seven students who have made applications and are waiting 
to hear from institutions of higher learning while four students are 
anticipating education beyond high school. 


It is most important that we work with our students and encourage them 
to remain at the Oxford Orphanage to complete their high school education. At 
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present time, we have 122 children enrolled at the Oxford Orphanage with 
fifty of these being girls while seventy-two are boys. Since we provide 
educational advantages, we are also equipped to help the child with a well- 
rounded program of quality care. Since we have 294 wonderful lodges 
throughout North Carolina, we encourage each Oxford Orphanage 
Committee in these lodges to investigate their communities and make 
recommendations with regard to children who could benefit from the family 
lifestyle and atmosphere of the Oxford Orphanage. Mr. Donald Sizemore is 
our Director of Admissions and he will gladly respond to each 
recommendation the lodges submit. It is vital that each lodge be sensitive to 
children who need a chanceto grow toward a brighter future. As you know, the 
Oxford Orphanage gives children stability, love, and hope. 


Religious life continues to be a focal point for the Oxford Orphanage 
Family. The beautiful York Rite Chapel hosted a number of special events in 
1988. New Life Ministries madetwo visits to the campus with the performance 
of "The Greatest Star of All.” The younger children especially enjoyed the 
interpretation of the Gospel through singing and drama. In addition, Elish, a 
contemporary Christian singing group from Buies Creek, North Carolina, 
came and sang in the chapel in May. 


As always, the Christmas Service was a great success. Mrs. Heideprime, 
Choir Director, and Mrs. Gatewood, pianist, put many hours into the 
production of the Sunday night show. It was a special occasion as the 
counselors were featured with their handbel! talents. It was an event the 
children and adults will long remember. 

Finally, we extend aspecial thanks to Rev. Dana Gatewood, Chaplain, for 
all his work and creative ability. As he concludes the 1988 year with much 
success, plans are underway to do a series of sermons on the "Fruits of the 
Spirit" from Galatians, Chapter 5, beginning in 1989. Each Sunday a banner 
Mis be hung on the sanctuary walls to remind us of "God's call for each of our 

ives." 

In the areas of campus recreation, many wonderful changes and events 
have occurred in 1988. Our Dean of Students, Mr. Brent Stewart, notes, “seven 
of our cottages have received new furniture for the downstairs area. The 
cottages are in excellent shape due to the hard work and attention received by 
our maintenance staff, houseparents, and the children. We have had an 
excellent group of houseparents for the past twelve months and have had far 
less personnel changes than in previous years." 

In recreation, we are delighted a new swimming pool has been added 
which has already provided safe entertainment. Our boys and girls received 
new warm-ups for basketball as a gift from the Northern Telecom 
Corporation. Volleyball uniforms were purchased for our girls team. The 
gymnasium floor has been painted and revarnished for its protection. The 
student participation in our recreation and athletic program remains strong 
and very competitive. Staff members who helped in the areas of reereation and 
athletics during the year were: Billy Bridges, Bruce DeMent, Rusty 
Scarborough, Mike Little, Dana and Jennifer Gatewood, Don Marquis, Mike 
Norwood, Roy Reaves and Brent Stewart. 

In the Printing Department a number of exciting projects have been 
attained in 1988. According to Mr. Joseph Colenda, Manager, the"senior class 
of 1988 published athree-year volume of the high school annual 'The Log.' The 
volumes for 1986 and 1987 were not published for those years. This issue was 
for the three years 1986-87-88 published in one cover and contained 184 pages, 
mostly photographs. It was astudent project from start to finish. Students took 
most of the photos, processed the film, made the prints, layouts, etc. with 
minimum adult input." 

The Printing Department has worked very hard to update the mailing list 
for The North Carolina Mason. It is reported thatof the 394 rosters sent to the 
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lodges, over 200 have responded. It is vital to keep the lodges informed and a 
continued updated list is important for proper communication. 


Under the guidance of the Grand Master and the Board of Directors, plans 
are underway to replace our Web Publication Press. A great deal of research 
has been done and a press has been found which will meet the demands and 
serve the purpose very well. 


It is important to note that The North Carolina Mason and The Tar Heel 
Star News have been published on a monthly schedule. In addition, "dues 
cards for the Blue Lodges, a number of York Rite Bodies and several Shrine 
Clubs from around the state have been printed. We also printed, on schedule, 
the Report of the Grand Master, the Masonic Directory, the Grand Lodge 
Proceedings, the Report of the Worthy Grand Matron and Worthy Grand 
Patron, O.E.S., the Grand York Rite Bodies Proceedings, Proceedings of the 
Grand Masters Conference, and Collectanea, A.M.D.” 


Finally, you will be pleased to know that of the "students of the last three 
years, fourteen members were assigned to the Printing Department. Of those 
fourteen members, six are now employed full-time in the printing industry." 


Our Infirmary area continues to be a vital area for our entire campus. The 
children aretreated with loving care and if needs arise, which involve a doctor, 
they are transported to the proper physicians. Mrs. Annie Ferguson, R.N., 
notes, "a lot of progress in fixing up our infirmary has been done and at the 
present time it is being painted. We want to thank all the doctors, dentists and 
specialists who work with our children to keep them healthy and happy." Mrs. 
Ferguson speaks for all of us when she says, “we want to continue to give the 
best possible medical care to our children, now and in the future." 


The Dairy has had a successful year with our milk production remaining 
among the top in the state again in 1988. Even with the dry summer that we 
had, we were able to put up plenty of hay and silage to see us through the 
winter and get a good start in the new year. It is important to note that one of 
our cows was highlighted as being in the 99th percentile in the country for an 
overall score combining milk and butterfat production with type traits. This 
cow was purchased in Pennsylvania four years ago, and she has contributed a 
great deal to the success of the herd. Mr. Joe Duckworth, Manager for the 
Dairy, is to be commended for his fine work as he has been recognized 
throughout our state for his many achievements. Our Dairy received the 
following honors for 1988: High herd for milk and high cow for milk and fat 
production in our local district and 4th high herd for milk in the Eastern 
District. Mr. Duckworth was selected President of the local district’s Dairy 
Herd Improvement Association and made a member of the Advisory Board 
for the Eastern District. With his knowledge and assistance of the boys who 
work with him, our dairy will continue to be recognized among the finest 
anywhere. 


The Farm is another area which shows a great deal of pride. In 1988, the 
weather was favorable for planting and harvesting crops and vegetables. The 
kitchen was supplied with a good supply of fresh vegetables. The silos were 
filled with an adequate supply of silage for the milking herd. In addition, a 
good supply of alfalfa, orchard grass, clover and soybean hay has been 
attained. The equipment held up good except for a few minor breakdowns; we 
will have some major repairs before starting our 1989 crop. 


Campus work consisted of mowing grass, mulching and pruning shrubs 
and hedges, removing a few undesirable trees, putting fill dirt in low places 
and re-seeding back places with grain and removing leaves from the campus. 


Mr. Frank Hobgood, Manager, notes, “we as members of the Farm crew, 
would like to express our appreciation to the administration, staff, and 
children assigned to the Farm for their help in making this another pleasant 
year." 
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In the area of Maintenance, a splendid job has been done in 1988. All the 
buildings have had a touch-up on the outside. The older farm buildings had 
extensive repair and were painted. Many of the students are used in 
Maintenance whenever possible with proper supervision. They are a big help 
and in the process learn industrial maintenance first hand. General 
maintenance calls are taken at the rate of about 200 a quarter. Routine calls 
are handled properly as well as emergency calls on nights and weekends. Mr. 
—— Norwood, Manager, and his entirestaff areto be commended for a job 
well done. 


The Food Department continues to carry out the tradition of serving 
nutritionally balanced meals to all our children. "Under the Oak Trees" is a 
tradition that has shared happiness from old to young. Picnics will always bea 
high point that will never go out of style. Mrs. Vernell Reid, Manager, and her 
staff always greet the children and all visitors with a smile and a pleasant 
atmosphere is experienced daily. Many thanks for all the donations which 
continue to come to the Oxford Orphanage as a way of providing balanced 
meals. Mrs. Reid notes, "thank you administration, co-workers and children, 
for your support and hard work during the year." 


In the basement of the Main Building the Clothing Department operates 
on & routine schedule. Late August and early September the children are 
issued new clothes for the beginning of school. During the school term we 
supplement the child's needs. On several occasions they receive additional 
apparels that are graciously donated to the Orphanage from personal friends 
and industries. According to Mrs. Pat Bunn, Manager, “the year 1988 has been 
productive and we offer our services in any capacity the Orphanage needs. 
There can never be enough love and appreciation expressed to our many 
friends, lodges and industries that contribute to this department—we deeply 
thank you.” 

As you can see the year 1988 has been a very fruitful year. Each 
department is doing well as we extend our horizons in 1989. A special thanks to 
our Grand Master, Brother L. R. Thomas, Jr. and the Board of Directors for 
their support and love to the entire Oxford Orphanage Family. It is through 
their efforts and that of all the Masons of North Carolina, which will help us to 
prepare for an even brighter future. We extend our appreciation to the 
members of the Board of Directors who completed their term in 1988. To 
Brother Cecil J. Liverman, J. Earl Watson and Wade H. Fox, wethank you for 
your deep devotion. Our prayer is that the Supreme Architect of the Universe 
will be with our existing Board of Directors, with each Mason and with the 
Oxford Orphanage Family as we seek to provide quality care and make the 
best decisions for the future of our children and the future children who call 
the Oxford Orphanage “Home.”

The following report of the Board of Directors of Oxford 
orphans’ Incorporated, was presented and entered on the 
record: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


The Board of Directors held their regularly scheduled quarterly meetings 
in 1988 with the attendance being very good. The year 1988 proved to bea year 
of change, challenge and opportunity for the Board. Mr. Donald R. Moul 
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resigned as thethirteenth Superintendent of the Oxford Orphanageon March 
29, 1988. With this resignation, the Board appointed Reverend Pat Cox to 
serve as Acting Superintendent. At the Board meeting in May, the Grand 
Master appointed a Search Committee to begin an in-depth search for a new 
— E and an eight-month process was underway before a selection 
was made. 


During this eight-month period, Reverend Pat Cox, Assistant 
Superintendent, served as Acting Superintendent. Reverend Pat Cox is 
quoted saying, "I am grateful for having had this opportunity to serve the 
Masons of this Grand Jurisdiction." Reverend Cox is to be commended as he 
has served our Oxford Orphanage very well and has been instrumental in 
keeping strong communication between the Orphanage and those Granville 
County Schools directly related to the campus. Dueto a concentrated effort by 
the schools and the Oxford Orphanage staff, any problems which have 
occurred have been kept to a small scale. In fact, the principals directly 
involved with our children are very pleased with the success the children have 
demonstrated. You can be very proud, brethren, that a great deal is being done 
to enhance the quality of education for our children as a large number of our 
seniors are making arrangements to enter college in the Fall of 1989. Let each 
of us work diligently to encourage and challenge all our children to remain 
within the positive enviroment of the Orphanage Family so they can complete 
their education and pursue a bright and fulfilling future. 


As we seek to help the children already living at the Oxford Orphanage, 
we must extend our hands of love and care and encourage our lodges to make 
recommendations for other children to come and live with the Orphanage 
Family. At the completion of the calendar year 1988, enrollment was 122. Of 
this number, fifty were girls and seventy-two were boys. We are fortunate to 
have a wonderful home like the Oxford Orphanage which offers total care for 
the child. We challenge each of the 394 lodges and their Oxford Orphanage 
Committee members to be sensitive to the children who need our care in their 
community and know a home is available to them. 


Since we provide total care for the child, we continue to be grateful for the 
financial support the North Carolina Masons have given to the Oxford 
Orphanage. The auditors have reported on the financial condition and have 
provided data on all receipts, income, and legacies received. We continueto be 
very grateful to our lodges who fulfilled their 1988 commitment and 
contributed a total of $550,097.15 through Masonic donations. Although this 
figure is slightly down from the 1987 figure of $556,059.72, it is our hope and 
desire to see the financial obligations increase substantially as westriveto give 
continued quality care to our children in the future. 


We continue to express our deepest gratitude to Brother Lloyd Young, 
Chairman of the St. John’s Day Committee. Through his tireless efforts and 
that of the local community, the Shriners from Oasis, Amran and Sudan 
Shrine Temples, and a large number of other people who look forward to this 
meaningful time of sharing, made outstanding contributions to the success of 
the day. It was estimated that a crowd of eight thousand visited the Home, 
enjoyed the parade, food and all the festivities of the day. This is an event that 
has continued to grow over the years and we look forward to even larger 
participation in the future. 

A large number of improvements have been made over the campus, 
including painting and repairs in the cottages. A wonderful addition was 
made on Friday, September 16, 1988 which has made a great difference in the 
lives of our children. According to Reverend Pat Cox, Acting Superintendent 
at the time, “the Grand Lodge of North Carolina convened on the campus of 
Oxford Orphanage for the purpose of dedicating the new Dr. Grover C. and 
Margaret Dale Swimming Pool. This wonderful addition to our recreation 
program will be enjoyed by many children for many years to come.” 
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In conclusion, the Board of Directors met in December and after an 
eight-month search, a new Superintendent was selected. Reverend David R. 
Grissom was appointed to the position and assumed his duties on January 3, 
1989. 


We have a beautiful facility in Oxford and all of our lodges are invited to 
visit the campus as soon as possible. As you share with the children and staff, 
you will want to return often and have your heart touched.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE 
ON OXFORD ORPHANAGE 


(Docket No. 14) - 


The following report of the Committee on the Oxford 
Orphanage, Inc. was presented and entered on the record: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


In accordance with Regulation 38-17 of THE CODE, the Committee on 
Oxford Orphanage met on February 25, 1989, at 10:00 am., in the 
Administration Building at the Orphanage for the annual inspection and 
evaluation. Members present were Hartwell H. Fuller, Acting Chairman, 
Thomas R. Brown and J. Don Cagle. 


The Committee was warmly received by Brother David Grissom, 
Superintendent and Brother Robert Ferguson, a life-long resident and retired 
employee of the Orphanage. Prior to personally touring the buildings and 
grounds, the Committee questioned Brothers Grissom and Ferguson on the 
condition of the property, the management of the Orphanage's business, and 
reports of officers and directors. These brethren were most receptive and 
cooperative in answering our questions, describing recent improvements and 
recommending property needing attention. 


The Administration Building, offices, infirmary and restrooms were 
found to be in excellent condition and clean and orderly. The kitchen and 
dining area were found to be in excellent condition and exceptionally clean. 
The Committee found the freezer and cold storage equipment, as well as the 
cooking equipment, to be adequate. It was brought to the attention of the 
Committee that the kitchen equipment was twenty-five years old and that the 
Board of Directors of Oxford Orphanage had discussed the feasibility of 
up-dating the kitchen equipment. The Committee supports the Board of 
Directors in their deliberations and recommends that a study be developed 
and implemented by the Board of Directors, in consultation with the 
administration and staff of the Orphanage, to determine the adequacy of the 
current kitchen equipment with respect to long-range needs. The Committee 
suggests that the Board of Directors conduct this study during the ensuing 
year and if the study reveals specific needs for replacement or up-dating of 
kitchen equipment, that a plan be developed and implemented by the Board of 
Directors to accommodate the identified needs. 


The Committee had the opportunity to visit the cottages and to talk with 
our children and cottage counselors. The Committee was impressed with the 
cleanliness and orderliness of the cottages. More significantly, the Committee 
recognized and expressed gratitude and appreciation to the cottage counselors 
for their positive attitudes and gracious manner. The cottages were found to be 
in excellent physical condition and the Committee wishes to commend the 
maintenance staff for their services. Smoke detectors were present in the 
cottages with one or more fire extinguishers present on each floor of the 
cottages. The Committee noted that the Orphanage is afforded the services of

the Oxford Fire Department for fire protection. The Committee recommends 
that the Superintendent develop and implement a formal program on Fire 
Prevention and Safety for the staff and children of the Orphanage. 

Other facilities observed were the York Rite Chapel and the gymnasium. 
The Committee found these facilities to be in excellent physical condition with 
no repairs currently needed. In reviewing the athletic program, the 
Committee recommends that minor recreational equipment (i.e., volley ball, 
Soccer and baseball equipment) be provided to supplement the extra- 
curricular recreational activities. The Committee further suggests that 
appropriate sports uniforms be provided for our sport team members. 

The farm, dairy and printing operations continue to be adequate. The 
facilities are up-to-date and in excellent working condition. Moreover, our 
children benefit significantly in theseoperations. Combined with their formal 
schooling, these operations provide an opportunity for the children to be 
introduced to the “world of work." The Superintendent noted that there is 
excellent cooperation between the Orphanage and the Granville County 
Public Schools. The children are receiving an education which is geared to 
their needs. 

The grounds were found to be in excellent condition and pleasant in their 
appearance. The general appearance of the buildings and grounds provides a 
beautiful setting for our children, staff and visitors. Currently, theOrphanage 
has 123 children and a staff of approximately seventy-five. Many of the staff 
members are long-term employees and the several staff members that the 
Committee interviewed impressed us with their caring and sensitive 
dedication to the physical, spiritual and emotional needs of our children. The 
administration is to be commended for their ability to recruit and maintain a 
competent and caring staff. 

In reviewing the management of the Orphanage's business, the 
Committee commends the Board of Directors of Oxford Orphanage for their 
oversight and supervision of the total operation of the Orphanage. Brother Pat 
Cox is to be commended for his leadership and commitment while serving as 
interim superintendent. The Board of Directors is to be commended in their 
selection of Brother David Grissom as Superintendent, effective January 3, 
1989. The Superintendent conducts staff meetings weekly and attends 
meetings pertaining to the operation of the Orphanage. He has instituted a 

“management plan to insure more effective communication between and 
among the staff, children and administration. The Committee was impressed 
with the Superintendent's desire to enhance the public image and awareness 
of the services provided by the Orphanage. The Committee recommends that 
the Grand Lodge and the subordinate lodges be made aware that the 
Orphanage can accommodate approximately seventy-five more children with 
the existing facilities and staff.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE 
ON UNFINISHED BUSINESS 
(Docket No. 16) 


The following report of the Committee on Unfinished 
Business was received, entered on the record, and referred to 
the Committee on Masonic Jurisprudence: 

To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


Amend THE CODE by adding a new chapter to be titled Chapter 35A 
-Masonic Research and Development and it's duties. 


REG. 35-A-01. The Grand Lodge of North Carolina hereinafter establishes a 
Grand Lodge Committee on Masonic Research and Development. 


(1) The Committee shall consist of nine members. In addition to the nine 
members, the Grand Master shall be an ex-officio member of the 
committee with the right to vote. 


(2) The first members to be appointed shall hold office as follows: three 
members for one year; three members for two years; and three members 
for three years; at each Annual Communication of the Grand Lodge, the 
Grand Master shall appoint three qualified brethren each to serve for 
three years. [33-01(3,0); 33-07]. 
REG. 35-A-02. The Committee shall elect its chairman at the first meeting 
following the Annual Communication of Grand Lodge. The Committee shall 
elect a Secretary who need not be from its membership but who shall be a 
member of a subordinate lodge obedient to the Grand Lodge; and if the 
Secretary is not a member of the Committee, he shall not have a vote. (33-07; 
33-16; 33-17). 
REG. 35A-03. A quorum of the Committee shall consist of five members. 
Business shall be transacted only by a majority of its members present at a 
proper meeting, a quorum being present, and not by correspondence. Travel 
expenses of the Committee, mileage only, shall be paid by the Grand Lodge, 
but the members shall not be compensated for their services. (33-16). 
REG. 35A-04. Regular meetings of the Committee shall be held at the place 
and hour designated by the Chairman or Grand Master in each January, 
March, June and September and as often as necessary upon the call of the 
Grand Master or the Chairman. 


REG. 35A-05. In the event of a vacancy in the Committee by death or for any 


other cause, the Grand Master shall fill the vacancy by appointment for the 
unexpired term. 
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ad 35A-06. The duties, power, and authority of the Committee shall be as 
ollows: 

(1) To investigate and evaluate innovative methods of presenting Masonic 

Subjects to individuals, lodges and other groups. 

(2) To propose, conduct, investigate and evaluate Masonic Research. 

(3) To present and critically discuss Research Papers at regional and area 

meetings under its sponsorship. 

(4) To publish its findings or selected papers. 

(5) To provide a Speakers Bureau for North Carolina Masonic Lodges. 

(6) To provide innovative Leadership Development Workshops or 

Seminars for officers of subordinate lodges. 
REG. 354-07. The Committee is authorized in its discretion to establish a 
roster of "subscribing members" who shall be entitled to receive "papers" 
and/or publications produced by the Committee for an annual fee to be 
determined by the Committee. Such fees and other revenue obtained from its 
activities shall support the cost of its publications. Any project requiring 
funding from the Grand Lodge shall be recommended by the Committee on 
Finance and approved by the Board of General Purposes or the Grand Lodge. 
Amend REG. 33-01(3,0) by substituting for “On Masonic Education” the 
words “On Masonic Research and Development,” so that it reads: 
REG. 33-01(3,0). On Masonic Research and Development. (Chapter 35-A).

THE MASONIC SERVICE ASSOCIATION 
(Docket No. 17) 

The following report was read and entered on the record. 
The recommendation that the Grand Lodge continue its 
membership in MSA was adopted and the matter of finances 
was referred to the Committee on Finance: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


The 79th Annual Meeting of the Masonic Service Association was held in 
the Crystal City Hyatt Regency in Alexandria, Virginia on Tuesday, 
February 21st at 1:30 p.m. 


TheGrand Masters elected Most Worshipful Earl Wunder, Grand Master 
of Arizona as Chairman for this Annual Meeting. Brief reports on the progress 
of the association were received from Richard E. Fletcher, P.G.M., Executive 
Secretary. Twelve Short-Talk Bulletins were printed during the year 1988. 
Topics covered a variety of subjects from "The Master as Manager" to 
"Insurance for the Lodge;" also "The Investigating Committee" and "Ancient 
ara Penalties.” In addition, a number of out of print “Short Talks” were 
reprinted. 


The Carl Claudy plays remain popular. Five of them were reprinted in 
1988: Greater Love Hath No Man, A Gift in Secret, He Which is Accused, To 
Entertain Strangers, and Ifa Man Die. A number of Digests were reprinted or 
Revised and Reprinted which included The Hat and Gavel and Whither Are 
We Traveling. Three new VHS video tapes were added to their inventory: The 
Face of Lincoln, On Senate Confirmation of Men and Masons, and 
Brotherhood and Service. “EMESSAY NOTES” continue to be a popular 
MSA publication sponsored by the Tall Cedars.

GEORGE WASHINGTON MASONIC NATIONAL 
MEMORIAL ASSOCIATION 
(Docket No. 18) 


The following report was read and entered on the record. 
The recommendation that the Grand Lodge continue its 
membership was adopted, and the matter of finances referred 
to the Committee on Finance: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


The 79th Annual Communication of the George Washington Masonic 
National Memorial Association was held at the Memorial Building on 
Shooter's Hill in Alexandria on Monday, February 20th at 1:30 p.m. 


The president of the Association, Dr. Charles Glassmire, P.G.M., presided 
over the meeting. Worshipful Frederick Anderson, Master of Alexandria- 
Washington Lodge No. 22 (Resident Lodge at the Memorial) gave words of 
welcome to the delegates. It was in 1910 that representatives of eighteen 
Grand Lodges met to establish the Memorial. We were reminded that George 
Washington was inaugurated our First President in New York City 200 years 
ago and that he took the oath of office on the Altar Bible of St. John's No. 1 in 
New York City by Most Worshipful Robert Livingston, G.M. of New York 
State. This Bible was again used for the Bicentennial Inauguration of 
President George Bush just a month ago. 


A tribute was offered to the retiring members of the Board of Directors 
who completed their term of office this year. Grateful appreciations were 
expressed to Michael J. McLauchlin, our Executive Secretary and to Stephen 
Patrick who has accepted a position as Curator of the Memorial who comes to 
us from Pennsylvania. 


SHRINE ROOMS: The Imperial Council in their closing session at New 
Orleans voted to close the Shrine Rooms at the Memorial and transfer the 
contents of the East-West Rooms to Tampa, Florida. Through negotiations, an 
effort was made to transfer sponsorship of the rooms to local Shrine Temples. 
As the date neared in September to terminate the lease, it was discovered that 
the original contractural agreements provided that if an occupant ceased to 
use the facility, they would restore the room(s) to its former condition. The 
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officers of the Imperial Council asked for a sixty day extention of their 
agreement and at the end of that time for a further extention which was 
granted by the Association. Just hours before the Annual Meeting the 
[Imperial Potentate had requested indefinite suspension of their request to 
terminate the lease. Deputy Imperial Potentate Powell from New Jersey who 
had done some of the negotiations for the Imperial Council had asked for the 
entrance to the Memorial be changed to the side doors entering by the Shrine 
Rooms for an additional $5.000.00 Annual Contribution. Because the number 
of visitors visiting the Tower were essentially the same as those visiting the 
Shrine Rooms, and because of the additional security that would be required, 
the request was denied. 

Need for additional funds to support the Memorial continue to be a 
problem. Forty-one Grand Lodges now give an additional support to the 
Endowment Program by sending a sum of money for each man initiated in a 
subordinate lodge during the year. When this program was first initiated, the 
fee was $1.00. The Association now requests that this be increased to $5.00. 
This is aone time fee to be paid by the candidate into Freemasonry. The Grand 
Lodge of North Carolina is not a participant. I recommend that we join our 
forty-one sister Grand Lodges in the additional support of the Memorial. 


The Officers and Directors were elected for the ensuing year(s). Next 
year, the Association will meet in Salt Lake City, Utah. 


I recommend that we continue our usual appropriation to the Association. 
I move that this recommendation be referred to the Finance Committee.

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REQUEST FOR A JUDICIAL DETERMINATION 
(Docket No. 21) 


. The following Request for Judicial Determination made 
by W.-.Brother Robert B. Miller, Past Master of Bay boro 
Lodge No. 331, was received, entered on the record and 
referred to the Committee on Masonic Jurisprudence: 


9o the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolin: 


A proposed Amendment to THE CODE of the Grand Lodge of North 
Carolina to abolish Dual Membership was defeated at the Annual 
Communication in April 1988. It was clearly the will of the Craft that Dual 
Membership be continued in this Grand Jurisdiction. 

At thesame Annual Communication, Official Opinion No. 3 was approved 
which attempts to forbid Dual Membership with certain Grand Jurisdictions. 

Subsequently, in November, the Grand Secretary sent a letter to the 
Secretaries of the Subordinate Lodges advising that as of January 1, 1989 
Dual Memberships with lodges under the jurisdiction of California, Colorado, 
Florida, Iowa, Kansas, Maine, Nebraska, Texas, New Mexico, North Dakota, 
Ohio, Oklahoma, Oregon and South Carolina would no longer be permitted. 

Regulation 9-01 (4) states that Official Opinions are not binding as correct 
expressions of either written or unwritten law. Therefore, it would appear 
that the Grand Secretary’s letter, insofar as it is based on Official Opinion No. 
8, prohibiting Dual Membership is without Masonic law. 

Also, it is my contention that the prohibition contained in the Grand 
Secretary’s letter is in direct conflict with Regulation 60-05 (1), which states: 
“A member of a lodge in another Grand Jurisdiction which does not forbid 
Dual Membership may affiliate with a lodge in North Carolina without having 
to relinquish his membership in his Mother Lodge.” 

THE CODE of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina under Regulation 
60-05 clearly permits Dual Membership with a lodge in this Grand 
Jurisdiction by a member of a lodge in another Grand Jurisdiction which does 
not forbid Dual Membership. It is inconsistant with Masonic law to attempt to 
cireumvent this provision of THE CODE as it is structured through an 
Official Opinion. 

It is further contended that failure of other Grand Jurisdictions to 
reciprocate with information complying with someof our regulations does not 
nullify the provisions of Regulations 60-05 (1). This is an administrative 
matter and should be handled as such through correspondence and other 
communication. 

Therefore, in accordance with the provisions of Section 8-02 and 8-02 (1)of 
THE CODE, this is to officially request the Grand Lodge at it's Annual 
Communication in April, 1989 to affirm that Dual Membership is allowed as 
stated under Regulation 60-05 with Grand Jurisdictions which do not forbid

The Board of Publication of The North Carolina Mason met periodically 
during the year 1988-89 to evaluate the problems and make recommendations 
for the benefit and progress of the publication. 

The format of the publication has now been changed to four pages and is 
being distributed monthly. A concerted effort is being made to update and 
improve the mailing list of our entire membership in North Carolina in order 
to do a better job of getting the publication to as many members as possible. 
This alone is a very real challenge considering the mobility of the population. 

The editor has been experimenting with the masthead on the first page of 
The North Carolina Mason in order to improve its general appearance. Atone 
meeting of the Board of Publication, he polled those present to get their 
opinions as to which of two possible mastheads would be better.

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REGULATION 54-01. 1. The sum of nine dollars for each member of the 
lodge at low twelve on December thirty-first. (2-06(5); 4-04; 5-01(1); 24-01(3); 
24-02; 89-01]. 

Amend Regulation 84-16 to read as follows: 


REGULATION 84-16. A demit shall sever the relationship between the 
lodge and the member absolutely. (83-25; 84-01; 84-13). 


Amend Regulation 88-02 to read as follows: 


REGULATION 88-02. TheGrand Lodge has heretofore established a medal 
or emblem to be known as the Grand Lodge of North Carolina Veterans' 
Emblem to be presented to Master Masons, members of lodges under the 
jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge who have been Master Masons in good 
standing for a total of at least fifty years or more preceding the date of award, 
this medal, together with a suitable certificate, to be presented in the name of 
the Grand Lodge and the cost thereof to be borne by the Grand Lodge. To 
entitle a brother tothe Veterans' Emblem, he must have been a Master Mason 
in good standing for a total of at least fifty years; in the event he has been 
deprived of all the rights and privileges of a Master Mason because of 
demission, exclusion, suspension or expulsion, the time he was non-affiliated 
shall be eliminated in counting the years to arrive at the membership for fifty 
years. (84-26; 84-277; 94-04; 95-33; 95-38).

REPORT OF THE GRAND MASTER'S COMMITTEE 
ON MASONIC RESEARCH AND DEVELOPMENT 


(Docket No. 26) 


The following report of the Committee on Masonic 
Research and Development was read, received, and entered on 
the record: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


The Grand Master's Committee on Masonic Research and Development 
held five meetings this year: June 16, 1988 (Raleigh), September 30, 1988 
(Raleigh), December 16, 1988 (Raleigh), January 12, 1989 (Raleigh), and 
March 9, 1989 (Raleigh). 


Several work sessions of sub-groups within the Committee were also 
scheduled for specific purposes. The major activity of the Committee during 
this year was the implementation of twelve Leadership Development 
Seminars held throughout the state on four Saturdays in January and 
February, 1989. Over twelve hundred North Carolina Masons, primarily 
representing Blue Lodge officers, attended and participated. There were four 
basic subject presentations at the seminars: Preparing for Mastership, THE 
CODE, Masonic Etiquette and Protocol, and Public Relations. Evaluations at 
each site were conducted and the Committee is reviewing the responses and 
making plans for 1990. Preliminary reactions have been most favorable and 
indicate the need for “further efforts" to promote leadership development. A 
secondary effort on the part of the Committee has been in the development of 
suitable Masonic public service announcements; the latter will be made 
available when ready. 


Copies of the minutes for all Committee meetings have been made 
available to the Grand Secretary's office and to T. Bruce Boyette, 
Representative of the Committee to the Board of General Purposes.

The report of the Committee on Subordinate Lodge 
Special Activities was read, received, and entered on the 
record: 

To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 

Your Committee on Subordinate Lodge Special Activities reports the 
following activity through February 1989. We received twenty-six Fund 
Raising Activity Forms requesting project approval. Of the twenty-six forms 
received, twenty-four were approved. The other two were not approved 
because they exceeded the number of fund raising projects allowed under the 
provisionsof THE CODE. Nineofthe projects approved were for charities and 
fifteen were for building projects. Twenty projects involved the sale of food 
and the remaining four other activities. 

We have received thirty-four financial reports to date. Reports have not 
= received on five projects which were scheduled to be completed over sixty 

ays. 

The net profits on all projects reported was $94,849.70.

Your Committee is appreciative of the finespirit and cooperation we have 
experienced in working with the various lodges during the year. We 
appreciate the many calls and inquires regarding lodge projects. 

There are two questions regarding project activities which we feel should 
be resolved outside the Committee. 

1. Whentwoor more lodges join together in a project, how is this charged 
against the number of activities conducted during the year for each lodge? 

2. When a lodge desires to sell a large quantity of small items, for 
example pens, coins, bags of peanuts, fruit cakes, ete., must this activity be 
completed in three days? 

The Committee recommends that the number of activities which a 
subordinate lodge may conduct during a year be increased. 


Brethren, your Committee feels that the Grand Lodge has given the 
subordinate lodges an excellent tool with which to work with this amendment 
to THE CODE which permits fund raising projects. We hope that many more 
lodges will take advantage of this opportunity in the future.

REPORT OF THE GRAND MASTER'S 
COMMITTEE ON DEMOLAY 
(Docket No. 28) 
The following report of the Committee on DeMolay was 
received and entered on the record: 
To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolin: 


The year 1988 was a very stable year for DeMolay in North Carolina. We 
experienced a growth consisting of approximately seventy members. We still 
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have fourteen Chapters on our active list in the jurisdiction of North Carolina. 
We received inquiries from four Lodges within North Carolina concerning 
establishment of a DeMolay Chapter. Of these, only one is very active at the 
time of this publication. This new Chapter is in Cary, North Carolina and is 
known as the Raymond B. Morgan Chapter. This Chapter should have enough 
members to establish their Charter by Spring, 1989. 


In the jurisdiction of North Carolina, approximately 100 Master Masons 
are involved as Advisors to the local Chapters. It is the goal to have each 
Advisor Certified by the International Supreme Council through a statewide 
training process. It is reported that we have approximately 7096 of these 
members trained at this time. The goal is to Certify and train 10096 of the 
Advisors by the end of 1989. 

Within the jurisdiction of North Carolina, DeMolay has restructured 
their officers in order to accommodate the declining membership which has 
occurred over the past years. The State Association, Order of DeMolay will 
have as it’s leader a State Master Counselor, followed by a Deputy Master 
Counselor. These two officers, along with the Executive Officer will appoint 
five key positions in the State that will compose a governing body for our State 
Association, Order of DeMolay. Once this new system has been established and 
working for a year, it is the goal of the Executive Officer to see that the new 
Charters and By-Laws are written by the DeMolay in order to establish a new 
Association. 

I submit this report to the Grand Lodge of North Carolina, on behalf of the 
DeMolay Committee as it's Chairman.

WILLIAM WATSON MIMS, JR. 
1916 - 1988 


A Memorial Service is a time of remembering. It is fitting that we, the 
Masons of North Carolina who have assembled here for this annual 
communication of the Grand Lodge of Ancient, Free and Accepted Masons of 
North Carolina, pause to remember and pay tribute to the life of Most 
Worshipful William Watson Mims, Jr., Past Grand Master. After months of 
declining health, God, in His infinite wisdom, called Brother Mims from this 
earthly abode to his Celestial Home on July 10, 1988. 


Brother Bill was born on June 9, 1916 in Kissimmee, Florida. He was the 
second oldest of the four children of William Watson Mims, Sr. and his wife, 
Florence. 

The family moved to Charlotte, North Carolina in 1922 where Bill 
attended Charlotte City Schools as well as accounting school and was for 
eleven years an accountant for the National Baking Company. It was during 
this period that he married Miss Nelleen Cox and to this marriage was born a 
daughter, Susan. During his years in Charlotte, Bill became associated with 
Charles E. Lambeth Insurance Company. Because of his talent, work habits, 
and skill, he rose through the ranks to become the Vice-President and here he 
served for many years. In 1980, Bill retired and moved to Wrightsville Beach. 

Brother Mims was initiated, passed and raised to the Sublime Degree of 
Master Mason in Joppa Lodge No. 580 in 1949. His talents and willingness to 
serve the Craft were quickly recognized. Heserved as Master in 1957. He was 
a member of the Scottish Rite Bodies and the York Rite Bodies and many of the 
other appendant Bodies of Freemasonry. He also received many honors in 
Freemasonry and was elected and installed Grand Master in 1971, the one 
hundred-fifteenth to receive the honor in North Carolina. 

A quiet and dignified man, Brother Mims was a studious and dedicated 
Mason and a devoted and loving father. He diligently applied himself to every 
duty and served with distinction. He spent his life practicing that great 
precept of Christianity and Masonry which is, “He went about doing good.” 

Even after his retirement and until his death, he labored in the quarries of 
Masonry, devoting his time and energy to the various committees of the Grand 
ate =e the Board of Directors of the Masonic and Eastern Star Home in 

reensboro.

Though sorrow surrounds us at the passing of a good and faithful friend 
and Brother, yet it is wonderful and uplifting to be able to honestly and 
sincerely praise him and his works. 


Such a Brother was William Arthur “Bill” Hooks. 


Bill Hooks walked on the level and acted on the square with his brethren 
from the time he became a Master Mason in Fellowship Lodge No. 84 in 1940 
until he was called to sit in the Celestial Lodge Above on November 2, 1988. 
During those forty-eight years of service to the Fraternity of Freemasons, he 
received high honors and held high offices in Symbolic Masonry and in various 
Masonic Bodies. He even became Grand Master of Masons in North Carolina 
on April 16, 1969, and he served in that high office with honor and distinction. 


But it is not for the honors he received and the offices he held that Bill 
Hooks is best remembered by those who knew him well. He is best 
remembered as a true Masonic Brother; a kind, gentle, compassionate and 
caring Brother. He was not known to knowingly hurt anyone, to speak evil of 
anyone, to take advantage of anyone. He was known as one whosincerely cared 
for all men and Masons, who used his best efforts to aid those in distress, to 
soothe the troubled heart and mind, to bring joy to the lives of others. 


If you did something of which Bill Hooks approved, he congratulated you 
therefor. Two approving handwritten notes from him are laid up among my 
most treasured possessions. 


If he did not agree with what you did, he would tell you about that, too, but 
he was never abusive or obnoxious in disagreement. 


Among the ladies, he always conducted himself with dignity, courtesy and 
kindness. So much so, in fact, that the women I ever heard express an opinion 
of him invariably said: "I just love Bill Hooks." 


Simply put, he was in all things a gentleman. 


This fine Brother, in 1985, took unto himself a wife, the former Nell 
Morgan Broadhurst, his hometown sweetheart. From that day forward, they 
were always “Nell and Bill,” or “Bill and Nell.” They were as one. To them 
were born three daughters: Nell, Julie and Susan. Surviving are Nell and two 
of the daughters, Julie and Susan; a sister and four grandchildren. Daughter 
Nell died in 1984. 

Memorial services for Most Worshipful Brother Hooks were conducted in 
Smithfield's Centenary United Methodist Church on November 4, 1988. The 
services were attended by many, many friends and relatives, by citizens of 
Smithfield for whom and which he had served so well in numerous capacities, 
and by Masons and their families from far and near. This was elequent 
testimony to the worth of our fallen Brother.

CALLED FROM LABOR TO REFRESHMENT 


The minutes were read by the Grand Secretary and 
approved. Prayer was offered by W.:.Brother James H. Coile, 
Grand Chaplain, and the Grand Lodge was called from Labor 
to Refreshment until 1:30 p.m. on Tuesday, April 18, 1989, in 
Memorial Auditorium. 
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FIRST DAY — AFTERNOON SESSION 


M.'.W.:.Brother L. R. Thomas, Jr., Grand Master, called 
the Grand Lodge meeting to order at 1:30 p.m. on Tuesday, 
April 18, 1989. 


Brother John Elmore, Executive Officer of DeMolay, 
introduced Charles Silber, State Master Councilor, who 
delivered the following address: 


Grand Master Dad Thomas, Deputy Grand Master Dad Tart, Officers of 
Grand Lodge, and Master Masons attending, it is both a pleasure and an honor 
to appear before such a distinguished group of Masons. On behalf of the 
DeMolays throughout North Carolina, I would like to thank you for 
sponsoring, supporting and developing this important youth group. This year 
is a very significant year for DeMolay for it represents the 70th year that 
DeMolay has been active on a statewide, national, and international scope. 


Let me take this opportunity to remind you that on February 19, 1919 in 
Kansas City, MO, FrankS. Land founded the Order of DeMolay. Itstarted out 
as a boy's club—today DeMolay exists in all fifty states and in addition 
Australia, Brazil, Canada, Germany, and Japan. Today there are about one 
thousand active chapters in the domestic U. S. comprising over 47,000 young 
men. Last year, it might interest you to know, there were over 1,000 chapters 
and over 50,000 members. This is a product of aging out and I want to remind 
you again that we are working hard to bring in new members sothat we are in 
a growing mode. 


It might interest you to know that DeMolay is so large in Californiathat it 
is broken into two jurisdictions a northern and a southern. There are fifty-two 
chapters in Northern California and sixty-four in Southern California. 
California has the largest number of active chapters. Ohio has eighty-seven 
chapters, New York has thirty—there are even three in Alaska. North 
Carolina currently has twelve active. Our sister state South Carolina has nine 
active chapters and Virginia has a very active group of twenty-three chapters. 
In fact, I was fortunate enough to attend the Brotherhood Weekend in Virginia 
and in some places, I'd like you to know how refreshing and pleasing it was to 
know that in one city they had a DeMolay day, where they closed down the 
school for the day. 


Some of the things we have done in North Carolina would include 
newsletters from various chapters, and we provide on the state level a state 
newsletter and I have many copies I would like to pass out here today. Let me 
tell you some of the things DeMolays do, we have bowling nights, pizza parties, 
car-washes, and movie nights. We collect for charities, we worked with Dream 
Factory in fulfilling a terminally ill child's dream—and let me tell you what a 
niceexperience that is. We get together and dosporting activities on a chapter 
and statewide level: basketball, softball, and tennis just to name a few. We had 
a statewide dance last month with almost 100 attendees, DeMolays attended 
from as close as Raleigh, Cary, and Garner to as far as Jacksonville. Last year 
the Raleigh chapter raised some money with aspaghetti dinner with the Jobs' 
Daughters through the James B. Green Lodge and took two cottages from 
Oxford Orphanage to the Durham Bulls baseball game. The Raleigh Chapter 
also held a Christmas party for a cottage and gave them a nintendo set. 


I just had a peak experience in my career with DeMolay by attending a 
National convention in Kansas City, MO. What a treat it was to see one 
hundred delegates from countries and locations worldwide gathered in the 
name of the Order of DeMolay working to support this organization. And I'd 
like to tell you that if you are ever out that way in Kansas City to stop in at 
DeMolay Headquarters and see what they do and look at the DeMolay and 
More store. We had Congress and meetings where we vote and work on 
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everything from membership to Fraternal Relations. We had a Banquet and 
inducted three more people into the DeMolay Hall of Fame: Bob Mathias a 
great Olympic athlete, Henry “Scoop” Jackson former U. S. Senator and 
Congressman, and Vance Brand who has commanded several space shuttle 
missions. 

DeMolay has played an important role in my life and the lives of thousands 
of other young men in North Carolina. In some cases its the Blue Lodge that 
sponsors DeMolay, in other locations it is Scottish Rite or York Rite, what 
matters is not which group, but that the support is there and guidance from 
those who care. We want to influence, the growth and development in a very 
positive manner inculcating the seven cardinal virtues: filial love, reverence 
for sacred things, courtesy, comradeship, fidelity, cleanness, and patriotism. 
This is the growth and development of young people which is achieved not only 
through the use of ritual in two degrees, Initiatory and DeMolay, but through 
other means of expression. By the way, while we aretalking about ritual, let 
metakethis opportunity to encourage each and every Mason here who has not 
done so to attend a local DeMolay function at least once. Ifyou can go more than 
once, lend your support to the advisory council, but if nothing else go to a 
meeting, go to a Conclave, go to a Convention and see the kind of good work that 
DeMolay does under the auspices of the Masonic Order. 


A DeMolay grows first of all by the impression the ritual makes upon him 
when he first enteres the organization, we call this theInitatory Degree and in 
itthe candidate not only takes a series of obligations, but is impressed with the 
meaning and importance of our seven cardinal virtues. 


Before closing, I think we should all give a vote of thanks for the tireless 
work that our Masonic advisors are providing the chapter and the State 
Association and the International Supreme Council. I'd like to have, right 
here, a round of applause for our own State Executive Officer John Elmore. 
This man works tirelessly for DeMolay, runs all over the state, attends all 
kinds of DeMolay and Masonic functions and has made asignificant impact in 
North Carolina. 

I look forward to meeting with you, I'll leave some of my cards here. If 
there is anything that you would like to do to get back with me about DeMolay 
or running a Chapter, take one and feel free. 

I'd like to close with a short story that my father tells that has a lot of 
meaning to me. My father was very active in DeMolay when he was young, he 
was Master Councilor in Charlotte, North Carolina. DeMolay offers an 
inspiring message on the meaning and value of motherhood with a beautiful 
presentation called the Flower Talk. Just as I mentioned here earlier about 
attending a chapter function, make every effort if you can somehow in your life 
to hear this Flower Talk. My father when he went into the order and heard the 
Flower Talk, it was very difficult for him to go home at the age of sixteen and 
give his mother the Flower and take her in his arms and kiss her and tell her 
how much she has meant to him in his life. In fact, we don't know what 
happened to that original flower but, as time went on and he understood the 
values of the Flower Talk and Motherhood, he learned the Flower Talk and 
gave it and invited his mother and made sure that there was always an extra 
flower on the altar for her when he presented it and he made sure she got it in 
public.

M.'.W.-.L. R. Thomas, Jr., Grand Master of Masons in 
North Carolina, delivered the following report, which was 
referred to the Board of General Purposes.

Tart, Brother Dennis Combs, Past Grand Master James W. Brewer, and 
Brother Bruce Boyette. 

At an Emergent Communication of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina 
held at Oxford Lodge No. 122 on September 16, 1988, the Grover C. and 
Margaret Dale Junior Olympic Swimming Pool was dedicated at Oxford 
Orphanage. 

On June 18, 1988, St. John's Day was held at Oxford Orphange, and it was 
a memorable occasion for everyone in attendance. Much to the entertainment 
of the tremendous crowd that was gathered, the Shrine Temples of North

MASONIC AND EASTERN STAR HOME 


Another rewarding experience has been that of serving as Chairman of 
the Board of Directors of the Masonic and Eastern Star Home Board and 
attending each ofthe regularly scheduled meetings during the past year. It is a 
wonderful feeling to know that we, the Masons of North Carolina, along with 
the members of the Order of Eastern Star, are caring for 195 of our elder 
Brothers and Sisters at this fine institution. The Home is being operated in a 
most efficient manner by our dedicated Superintendent, Brother Tommy 
Jones, and his efficient staff of co-workers. 


On October 20, 1988, the Masonic and Eastern Star Home Golf 
Tournament Benefit was held in Greensboro at two of the golf courses there. 
This was a most enjoyable and successful event and I understand that a total of 
approximately $41,000 was raised for the Masonic and Eastern Star Home 
through that effort. To each of those who organized and participated in this 
event, I extend my heartfelt gratitude. 


Today, the Masonic and Eastern Star Home offers a tremendous 
challengeto each Mason and, indeed, to each Lodge in this Grand Jurisdiction.

In 1981, Most Worshipful Nelson Banks as Grand Master set a goal to 
increasethe endowment of the Foundation by ten million dollars.

The North Carolina Mason continues to be published monthly and mailed 
to the membership on a regular basis. During the past year the mailing list of 
Masons to receive this publication was programmed into the computer at 
Oxford Orphanage and generally separated by Lodge membership and zip 
code. During this process it was learned that the mailing list was incomplete 
and inaccurate. In order to update the mailing list I instructed the Printing 
Department of Oxford Orphanage to mail the computer printout of the 
mailing list to each Lodge Secretary in this Grand Jurisdiction with 
instructions that he makethe necessary additions, deletions, and corrections to 
the printout from his roster and return it promptly to the Printing 
Department. While this process is almost completed now, it was learned that 
there were, indeed, many discrepancies in the mailing list. With therising cost 
of printing and publishing The North Carolina Mason and because it is in 
many cases the only means of communicating with many of our members, it is 
important that the mailing list be kept up to date. I recommend that this be 
done annually. We are indebted to Brother Joey Transou for his services in 
programming the computer at Oxford Orphanage which he generously 
contributed without cost. 


The Board of Publication has worked diligently in carrying out their 
responsibility for maintaining the publication of The North Carolina Mason.

D. To do all that can be done to reconcile our common objectives of 
brotherly love, relief, and truth whenever it can be done recognizing that 
arbitrary and capricious action by any Body or individual cannot be 
condoned." 


Tke unanimous adoption of this resolution provided a positive note upon 
which to wind up the business of the Conference and certainly was in keeping 
with the theme "Pride In Our Past, Faith In Our Future."

PHYSICAL DISABILITIES 


It has been my privilege to approve twenty-six waivers of physical 
disabilities for petitioners for the degrees of Masonry during the past year. 
Regretfully, it was necessary to disapprove one. In each case, a District Deputy 
Grand Master made a personal investigation and reported his findings and 
recommendation. I commend each of them for the diligent manner in which 
they conducted these investigations. 


Very early in my Masonic pilgrimage, I was reminded that it is the 
internal and not the external qualifications of a man that Masonry regards. In 
waiving these disabilities, I truly believe I have done what the majority of my 
Brethren would have me do. Oneoftherewards I have received from this was 
to meet personally one of the Brothers whose disability was waived. After he 
becamea Master Mason, I had the pleasure of meetingthe Brother during the 
Scottish Rite Degrees. I cannot begin to tell you how it made me feel tosee this 

-Brother enjoy the wonderful privileges of Masonry in spite of his handicap. 


DISPENSATIONS 

I have granted a number of dispensations during the year, some of which 
wereto elect officers to fill vacancies because of resignation or for other causes; 
and I have also issued several dispensations to Lodges to hold meetings at 
places other than their regular meeting places or while their Charter was 
being refurbished. The dispensations granted were as follows: 

(a) Six dispensations were granted for inter-Lodge visitations with 
Subordinate Lodges in other Grand Jurisdictions. 

(b) Nine dispensations were granted to hold meetings other than at the 
regular meeting place. 


(c) Eleven dispensations were granted to fill office vacancies created by 
resignations approved by me as Grand Master. 
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(d) Six dispensations were granted to hold election of officers at a Stated 
Communication subsequent to the date prescribed by THE CODE due to the 
inability of the Lodge to elect officers on the prescribed date. 


(e) Five dispensations were granted for the Lodge to hold 
Communications while the Charter was being refurbished or recovered. 


OFFICIAL OPINION NO. 1 


The question has been asked by the Secretary of a Subordinate Lodge in 
the Grand Jurisdiction of North Carolina as to how the Masonic Apron should 
be worn at Masonic Burial Services. 


Regulation 95-05 of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina states, 
“The Masonic apron may be worn beneath the coat but never in 
such a way as not to be readily visible. The Master in his 
discretion may determine how it shall be worn." 


At the Annual Communication of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina in 
April of 1969, the publication of the North Carolina Masonic Ceremonies 
Book, as revised, was approved by the Grand Lodge. In the Chapter on 
Masonic Burial Service, item number 7, under General Instructions on page 
138 reads as follows: 


“The apron shall be worn on the outside of the coat." 


Therefore, it is my Official Opinion that pursuant to the General 
Instructions in the North Carolina Masonic Ceremonies as approved by the 
Grand Lodgeof North Carolina in 1969, it is the clear intention that at Masonic 
Burial Services the apron shall be worn on the outside of the coat.

ORDER NO. 1 


It has been brought to my attention by the Grand Secretary that State 
Line Lodge No. 375 held a stated communication on March 14, 1989, and 
balloted on the Application for Restoration of and the Petition for the 
Degrees of ____. The ballot on the restoration of was clear and he was 
declared restored. The ballot held on the Petition for the Degrees of — was 
declared cloudy and he was reported rejected to receive the degrees. After the 
meeting was closed, a member of the lodge called to the attention of your 
Master the fact that a visitor had voted in both of these instances. This fact was 
confirmed by several other members in attendance. 


Regulation 71-17 of THE CODE states that “No visiting brother shall vote 
in a lodge on any matter.” Therefore, the ballots taken to restore and to 
reject are ILLEGAL and VOID under the clear and positive language of 
Regulation 71-17. 

Since the Grand Master is empowered to order another ballot in cases of 
this kind, I hereby order a reballot and grant a dispensation to State Line 
Lodge No. 375 to ballot again (separately) on the Application for Restoration of 
and the Petition for the Degrees of , at thestated communication to 
be held on April 11, 1989. 

Also, in compliance with Regulation 78-01 of THE CODE, I hereby Order 
you to notify all of the members of your lodge by first-class mail under sealed 
cover of the reballot on the Petition for the Degrees of and the date of the 
said reballot, being certain to give the members at least ten days' notice. 

This Order shall be read to the lodge at the stated communication to be 
held on April 11, 1989, entered on the minutes of that communication and a 
proper notation made on the margin of the minutes for March 14, 1989, 
referring to this Order and the date it was recorded in the minutes. 


Given under my hand and seal this seventeenth day of March, 1989. 
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ORDER NO. 2 
It has been brought to my attention by the Grand Secretary that Elkin 
Lodge No. 454 held a Stated Communication on March 14, 1989, and balloted 
on the Application for Advancement of and the Petitions for the Degrees 


of , and . The ballots resulted in the election for advancement of 
; the election to receive the degrees of : and the rejection to receive 
the degrees of . 


After the ballots were officially declared and at the close of the meeting, it 
was discovered that a member of Elin Lodge who had recently affiliated, did 
not ballot on any of the three secret ballots. 


Regulation 76-04(9) of THE CODE states that "No member of the lodge 
shall be excused from voting in a secret ballot." Therefore, the ballots which 
weretaken to elect for advancement and ——— to receive the degrees and 
the ballot taken to reject ____ are ILLEGAL and VOID under the clear and 
positive language of Regulation 76-04(9). 

Since the Grand Master is empowered to order another ballot in cases of 
this kind, I hereby order a reballot and grant a dispensation to Elkin Lodge 
No. 454 to ballot again (separately) on the Application for Advancement of 
and the Petitions for the Degrees of and , at the stated 
communication to be held on April 11, 1989. 


Also, in compliance with Regulation 78-01 of THE CODE, I hereby Order 
you to notify all of the members of your lodge by first-class mail under sealed 
cover ofthe reballot on the Petition for the Degrees of and the date of the 
said reballot, being certain to give the members at least ten days’ notice. 


This Order shall be read to the lodge at the stated communication to be 
held on April 11, 1989, entered on the minutes of that communication and a 
proper notation made on the margin of the minutes for March 14, 1989, 
referring to this Order and the date it was recorded in the minutes. 


Given under my hand and seal this twenty-first day of March, 1989. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


I recommend the adoption of the proposed amendments under Chapter 
35-A of THE CODE establishing the Committee on Masonic Research and 
Development as a permanent committee of the Grand Lodge. 


I recommend that we continue to support, with our usual appropriations: 


Oxford Orphanage, The Masonic and Eastern Star Home, The Order of 
DeMolay, The Order of the Rainbow for Girls, The Masonic Service 
Association, The George Washington Masonic National Memorial 
Association, Conference of Grand Masters of Masons of North America, 
Conference of Grand Secretaries of Grand Lodges of North America and the 
Southeastern Masonic Conference. 


GRAND LODGE OFFICE 


The Masons of North Carolina have every reason to be proud of our 
Executive Offices on Glenwood Avenue in Raleigh. We can also be proud of the 
office staff there. I wish to express to each member of the office staff, Joyce 
Watson, Jean House, and Cornelia Liacos, my deep appreciation for the 
splendid work they have done during my administration as Grand Master. 


I also wish to express my appreciation to Brother Walton Clapp, Assistant 
to the Grand Secretary, for the fine manner in which he has carried out his 
responsibilities during the year. Brother Clapp made presentations on behalf 
of the Grand Secretary's office at a good number of District Meetings and I am 
grateful for the fine manner in which he did this. 


I also express my thanks to Right Worshipful Robert P. Dudley, Grand 
Secretary, for his guidance and assistance during my term of office as Grand 
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Master. Brother Dudley has kept me informed regarding Masonic matters of 
importance and we have communicated frequently, either by letter, 
telephone, or meetings in the Grand Lodge office.

We directed our 
attention to the validity of the appointment of the Commission and the service 
upon the accused. We have examined the competency and weight of the 
evidence before the Trial Commission, and the decision of the Trial 
Commission, all in accordance with the Regulation of the Grand Lodge as 
contained in Chapters 96-104, inclusive, of THE CODE as amended to date. 
TheCommittee approves the decision of the Trial Commission in the following 
cases and recommends that the judgment of the Trial Commission in each case 
be affirmed by the Grand Lodge. 


TRIAL DOCKET NO. 526: In the matter of charges preferred against 
L.M.W., a Master Mason, a member of Burlington Lodge No. 721, A.F. & A. M. 


EXPELLED by Trial Commission on 14 October 1988 


TRIAL DOCKET NO. 519: In the matter of charges preferred against 
J.W.B., a Master Mason, a member of Steele Creek Lodge No. 737, A. F. & A. M. 


EXPELLED by Trial Commission on 11 May 1988 


TRIAL DOCKET NO. 518: In the matter of charges preferred against 
M.C.H., a Master Mason, a member of Catawba Lodge No. 248, A. F. & A. M. 


EXPELLED by Trial Commission on 18 May 1988 


TRIAL DOCKET NO. 517: In the matter of charges preferred against 
P.J.T., a Master Mason, a member of Hickory Lodge No. 343, A. F. & A. M. 


The accused Brother was charged with un-Masonic conduct in that he 
used vile and foul language in open lodge. The accused admitted the charges 
and the Trial Commission recommended a reprimand in open Lodge. This 
recommendation was executed by M.:.W.:.Eddie Stiles on 16 May 1988. 
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This committee recommends that the Grand Lodge approve the 
judgement of the Trial Commission. 


TRIAL DOCKET NO. 525: In the matter of charges preferred against 
J.M.G., a Master Mason, a member of Biltmore Lodge No. 446, A. F. & A. M. 


This Brother was tried by a duly constituted Trial Commission and found 
not guilty. The complainants appealed and as a basis for appeal states that 
they were informed that it would not be necessary for Biltmore Lodge No. 446 
to furnish additional documents or to have witnesses available for direct 
testimony during the proceeding. Accordingly, the verdict of the Trial 
Commission was based mainly on the oral testimony of the accused and his 
witnesses. 

For the above reasons this Committee recommends that the verdict of the 
Trial Commission be set aside and declared null and void; that this case be 
remanded to the Judge Advocate with instructions that he convene a new Trial 
Commission and that the accused be tried de novo. 

TRIAL DOCKET NO. 520: In the matter of charges preferred against 
D.J.S., a Master Mason, a member of Clifford Duell Lodge No. 756, A. F. & A. M. 

This Brother was tried before a duly constituted Trial Commission. He 
was expelled on 31 May 1988. He did not present himself to offer testimony 
before the Commission; however, he did appear during the early part of the 
day on which his trial was held. The trial was postponed until after the noon 
recess whereupon the accused left to take care of business. The accused 
appealed. 

This Committee recommends that the judgement of the Trial Commission 
be upheld. 

TRIAL DOCKET NO. 524: In the matter of charges preferred against 
W.M.E., a Master Mason, a member of Sparta Lodge No. 423, A. F. & A. M. 

The complaining Brother alleges that the accused failed to pay two civil 
judgements, one being for house rent and the other arising out of the 
complainant signing a note for the accused. 

The Committee on Appeals recommends that the judgement of the Trial 
Commission be upheld. 

3. Inthe matter of a purported appeal made by Brother T.S.C., a member 
of Gaston Lodge No. 263. 

By letter dated March 16, 1989 to the Committee on Appeals, the Brother 
attempts to secure relief or a reversal of M.:.W.:.Master’s Order No. 8 as 
appears in the Grand Lodge Proceedings of 1988. Thisorder was approved by 
the Grand Lodge in 1988; therefore, this Committee is without authority to 
entertain any purported appeal. 

4. There were no Petitions for restoration filed with the Committee on 
Appeals.

AMENDMENTS: RE: THE CODE 
(Docket No. 34-A) 

The following proposed amendment was presented by 
Corinthian Lodge No. 542, received, and entered on the record: 
To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 

Whereas Masonic burial rites are promised to all Master Masons who 
request them, and 

Whereas some brothers in lodges are not always able to take an entire day 
off from work for Masonic burials, and 
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Whereas it is becoming more difficult to obtain the required number of 
brothers to perform the required duties of a burial in accordance 
with the ritual, and 


Whereas this part of our ritual should be performed at its best before the 
profane and to the deceased brother. 


Therefore the attached addition and changes to THE CODE are being 
presented, and if accepted and enacted, lodges should be able to: 


1. obtain more participation by lodge membership, 
2. working brothers could more easily attend and/or assist, and 


3. better looking ritual with more members present before the 
profane. 


Amend Regulation 90-06 to read as follows: 


REG. 90-06 For the purpose of Masonic funerals only, a Lodge of Sorrow 
may be opened annually on the Degree of Master Mason, after the 
installation of officers, the usual lodge ceremonies conducted. At the time of 
request for Masonic funeral services, the Master shall notify lodge 
officers and members to assemble at a specified place and time. At the 
assembly point instruction and information given relative to the funeral 
services and place of interment. The minutes shall be read, approved at the 
next convened meeting of the lodge. The Lodge of Sorrow shall be closed 
annus on the Degree of Master Mason, before the next installation of 
officers. 


1. TheSecretary shall add at the end of the minutes a certificate to the effect 
that the brethren did receive the body and did inter the same with a 
Masonic burial ceremony. (43-07; 51-08). 

2. TheSecretary shall duringthe annual closing of the Lodge of Sorrow 
read the names of all deceased brethren with dates of birth, initiation, 
passed, raised, and death. 


Amend Regulation 90-24 to read as follows: 


REG. 90-24 A lodge of Sorrow may be opened and closed annually for the 
purpose of Masonic Burial Services only as prescribed below: 


1. The only business which may be conducted by a Lodge of Sorrow is 
Masonic Burial Rites for the ensuing year. 


2. A Lodge of Sorrow may be opened after the closing of installation of 
officers, by the newly installed Master, on the Master Masons degree, and 
labor dispensed with. 


3. Atthetimeof request for Masonic Burial Services, the Master will call the 
lodge officers and members to assemble at the required place and time to 
hold the burial services. 

4. The Master, at the assembly point, will call the lodge to order and convey 
burial instructions to those assembled. 


5. TheSecretary or Secretary protem will record the minutes of the Lodge of 
Sorrow and will read them out for approval at the next stated meeting of 
the lodge. 


6. Labor will be resumed and, a Lodge of Sorrow shall be closed on the 
Master Masons degree by the retiring Master before the lodge is opened 
for installation of new officers for the ensueing year. 

7. During the closing of the Lodge of Sorrow all deceased member's names 
shall be recorded in the final minutes of the Lodge of Sorrow and indicate 
those members receiving Masonic graveside rites.

Your Committee on Masonic Jurisprudence respectfully submits the 
following report. For convenient reference, we use the same subjects, titles 
and subdivisions of the address of the Grand Master, as used by him, or the 
Docket number used in any report, or other documents submitted for our 
consideration and action in all of our references to those matters and subjects. 


OFFICIAL OPINION NO. 1 


We recommend that the Grand Lodge approve the action of the Grand 
Master as reported by him under this title. (Adopted.) 


ORDER NO. 1 


We recommend that the Grand Lodge approve the action of the Grand 
Master as reported by him under this title. (Adopted.) 


ORDER NO. 2 


We recommend that the Grand Lodge approve the action of the Grand 
Master as reported by him under this title. (Adopted.) 


AMENDMENTS TO THE CODE 


We have considered the following amendments to THE 
CODE assubmitted by the Committee on Unfinished Business 
which were presented at the Annual Communication of the 
Grand Lodge held on April 19, 1988, to be acted on at this 
Annual Communication: 


REG. 35-A-01. The Grand Lodge of North Carolina hereinafter establishes a 
Grand Lodge Committee on Masonic Research and Development. 


(1) The Committee shall consist of nine members. In addition to the nine 
members, the Grand Master shall be an ex-officio member of the 
committee with the right to vote. 


(2) The first members to be appointed shall hold office as follows: three 
members for one year; three members for two years; and three members 
for three years; at each Annual Communication of the Grand Lodge, the 
Grand Master shall appoint three qualified brethren each to serve for 
three years. [33-01(3,0); 33-07]. 
REG. 35-A-02. The Committee shall elect its chairman at the first meeting 
following the Annual Communication of Grand Lodge. The Committee shall 
elect a Secretary who need not be from its membership but who shall be a 
member of a subordinate lodge obedient to the Grand Lodge; and if the 
Secretary is not a member of the Committee, he shall not have a vote. (33-07; 
33-16; 33-17). 
REG. 35A-03. A quorum of the Committee shall consist of five members. 
Business shall be transacted only by a majority of its members present at a 
proper meeting, a quorum being present, and not by correspondence. Travel 
expenses of the Committee, mileage only, shall be paid by the Grand Lodge, 
but the members shall not be compensated for their services. (33-16). 
REG. 35A-04. Regular meetings of the Committee shall be held at the place 
and hour designated by the Chairman or Grand Master in each January, 
March, June and September and as often as necessary upon the call of the 
Grand Master or the Chairman.

REG. 35A-05. In the event of a vacancy in the Committee by death or for any 
other cause, the Grand Master shall fill the vacancy by appointment for the 
unexpired term. 


ie 35A-06. The duties, power, and authority of the Committee shall be as 
follows: 
(1) To investigate and evaluate innovative methods of presenting Masonic 
Subjects to individuals, lodges and other groups. 
(2) To propose, conduct, investigate and evaluate Masonic Research. 
(3) To present and critically discuss Research Papers at regional and area 
meetings under its sponsorship. 
(4) To publish its findings or selected papers. 
(5) To provide a Speakers Bureau for North Carolina Masonic Lodges. 


(6) To provide innovative Leadership Development Workshops or 
Seminars for officers of subordinate lodges. 


REG. 35A-07. The Committee is authorized in its discretion to establish a 
roster of “subscribing members” who shall be entitled to receive “papers” 
and/or publications produced by the Committee for an annual fee to be 
determined by the Committee. Such fees and other revenue obtained from its 
activities shall support the cost of its publications. Any project requiring 
funding from the Grand Lodge shall be recommended by the Committee on 
Finance and approved by the Board of General Purposes or the Grand Lodge. 


Amend REG. 33-01(8,0) by substituting for “On Masonic Education” the 
words “On Masonic Research and Development,” so that it reads: 


REG. 33-01(8,0). On Masonic Research and Development. (Chapter 35-A). 


The Committee recommends adoption of these proposed 
amendments. (Adopted.) 


The Committee recommends the amendments become 
effective immediately. (Adopted.) 


REQUEST FOR JUDICIAL DETERMINATION 
(Docket No. 21) 


1. That the effect of Official Opinion No. 3, as appears at 
pages 136-137 of the 1988 Proceedings of this Grand Lodge be, 
and it is hereby, suspended until the vote of the Grand Lodgeon 
the legislation recommended by paragraph 2.

membership in his mother lodge. 


Amend Regulation 84-16 to read as follows: 


REGULATION 84-16. A demit shall sever the relationship between the lodge 
and the member absolutely. (83-25; 84-01; 84-13). 


Amend Regulation 88-02 to read as follows: 


REGULATION 88-02. The Grand Lodge has heretofore established a medal 
or emblem to be known as the Grand Lodge of North Carolina Veterans’ 
Emblem to be presented to Master Masons, members of lodges under the 
jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge who have been Master Masons in good 
standing for a total of at least fifty years or more preceding the date of award, 
this medal, together with a suitable certificate, to be presented in the name of 
the Grand Lodge and the cost thereof to be borne by the Grand Lodge. To 
entitle a brother to the Veterans’ Emblem, he must have been a Master Mason 
in good standing for a total of at least fifty years; in the event he has been 
deprived of all the rights and privileges of a Master Mason because of 
demission, exclusion, suspension or expulsion, the time he was non-affiliated 
shall be eliminated in counting the years to arrive at the membership for fifty 
years. (84-26; 84-277; 94-04; 95-33; 95-38). 


Amend Regulation 90-06 to read as follows: 


REGULATION 90-06 For the purpose of Masonic funerals only, a Lodge of 
Sorrow may be opened annually on the Degree of Master Mason, after the 
installation of officers, the usual lodge ceremonies conducted. At thetime of 
request for Masonic funeral services, the Master shall notify lodge 
officers and members to assemble at a specified place and time. At the 
assembly point instruction and information given relative to the funeral 
services and place of interment. The minutes shall be read, approved at the 
next convened meeting of the lodge. The Lodge of Sorrow shall be closed 
—— on the Degree of Master Mason, before the next installation of 
officers. 


1. TheSecretary shall add at the end of the minutes a certificate to the effect 
that the brethren did receive the body and did inter the same with a 
Masonic burial ceremony. (43-07; 51-08). 

2. TheSecretary shall during the annual closing of the Lodge of Sorrow 
read the names of all deceased brethren with dates of birth, initiation, 
passed, raised, and death. 

Amend Regulation 90-24 to read as follows: 


REGULATION 90-24 A lodge of Sorrow may be opened and closed annually 

for the purpose of Masonic Burial Services only as prescribed below: 

1. The only business which may be conducted by a Lodge of Sorrow is 
Masonic Burial Rites for the ensuing year. 

2. A Lodge of Sorrow may be opened after the closing of installation of 
officers, by the newly installed Master, on the Master Masons degree, and 
labor dispensed with. 
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3. Atthetimeofrequest for Masonic Burial Services, the Master will call the 
lodge officers and members to assemble at the required place and time to 
hold the burial services. 

4. The Master, at the assembly point, will call the lodge to order and convey 
burial instructions to those assembled. 

5. TheSecretary or Secretary protem will record the minutes of the Lodgeof 
Sorrow and will read them out for approval at the next stated meeting of 
the lodge. 

6. Labor will be resumed and, a Lodge of Sorrow shall be closed on the 
Master Masons degree by the retiring Master before the lodge is opened 
for installation of new officers for the onsuing year. 

7. Duringthe closing of the Lodge of Sorrow all deceased member's names 
shall be recorded in the final minutes of the Lodge of Sorrow and indicate 
those members receiving Masonic graveside rites. 


REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON CODE REVISIONS 
(Docket No. 36) 
The following report of the Committee on Code Revisions 
was presented by Brother G. Dick Pierce, Chairman, received 
and entered on the record: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


During the 1988 meeting of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina a 
resolution was adopted directing the Grand Master and his successor(s) to: 
“Appoint a committee knowledgeable in Masonic law to systematically review 
THE CODE and offer proposed amendments that would clarify and simplify 
THE CODE by eliminating ambiguities and unnecessary duplications and 
relocating regulations into appropriate sections and chapters. And further 
resolved that this committee is charged with a prime directive to revise the 
index of THE CODE.” 

During July 1988, Grand Master Thomas appointed the following 
brothers to serve on the committee: Forest F. Ball, Mars Hill; Clifton W. 
Everett, Bethel; Robert D. Street, Rockingham, Louis W. Shrier, Wilmington; 
Paul L. Whitfield, Charlotte; G. Dick Pierce, Monroe, Chairman. 

This Special Code Committee decided, after a couple of false starts, that 
the best way to proceed was with the help of a computer. Grand Secretary, 
Dudley, using the Grand Lodge office staff, has transposed the entire Code to 
computer disk. This involved close to 200 man-hours of work. 

Brother Williams Mills, III and Brother C. James Weisel, Jr., both from 
Concord, graciously offered equipment, software, time, knowledge and their 
expertise to assist the committee. 

To date Brothers Mills and Weisel and the committee have contributed 
approximately 250 man-hours and have purged the CODE disk to correct 
typographical errors made during this transfer. Found and corrected 
typographical errors existing in THE CODE itself. Extracted, by computer, 
5,138 indexable words appearing in THE CODE. Each word appears from 1 
to as many as 400 times. We are now in the process of reviewing each word, 
each time it appears, and building the first draft of a completely new index. 
Duringthis process we are compiling lists of obsolete words and words used in 
THE CODE that are not in Websters Unabridged Dictionary. Also a list of 
CODE sections that are confusing, contradictory or need clarification. 

The work is slow and time consuming and we are still a long way from a 
final report but work is progressing.

We wish to commend Most Worshipful Brother, Lee Roy “Pete” Thomas, 
Jr., for the splendid leadership and devoted service rendered to the Masons of 
North Carolina during his year as Grand Master. He has truly exemplified 
"the PositiveImageof Freemasonry" which was outlined in the address given 
at his installation on A pril 20, 1988. This positive image is further reflected in 
the life and work of our Grand Master. 

Pete's quest for excellence and devotion to duty was clearly exemplified at 
a young age when he attained the rank of Eagle Scout while serving as a 
member of Troup 18 of the Boy Scouts of America in New Bern, North 
Carolina, thus creating a positive image of scouting within the youth of that 
area. Subsequently, Pete served in the United States N avy during World War 
II and later began a successful construction business in his native Craven 
County which has continued to prosper to this day. In February of 1960, Pete 
began his Masonie journey when he was raised to thesublime degreeof Master 
Mason in Doric Lodge No. 568 and thereafter began his journey through the 
chairs culminating in his service as Master in 1968. Pete's leadership skills 
were immediately recognized and encouraged when he was appointed the first 
District Education Chairman of the Seventh Masonic District. He became a 
Certified Lecturer, a position he continues to hold. 

Our Grand Master's activities have not been confined solely to Blue Lodge 
work as evidenced by his active involvement in the appendant bodies such as 
theShrine, the Scottish Rite and the York Rite. Immediately prior to his term 
as Grand Master, Pete served as Potentate of Sudan Temple in New Bern, 
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North Carolina. Always active in Masonic affairs, Pete continues to 

participate on the degree teams for the New Bern Scottish Rite bodies. In 

December, 1987, he was coronated 33rd Degree Inspector General, Honorary 

oy the Supreme Council of Scottish Rite, Southern Jurisdiction of the United 
tates. 


On April 22, 1981, Most Worshipful Nelson B. Banks, Grand Master, 
appointed Pete Grand Steward of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina. He 
advanced through the Grand Lodge Line, serving on several Grand Lodge 
boards and committees. The steady and thoughtful influence rendered by him 
while serving on these Grand Lodge committees served to enhance and 
promote the workings of all Grand Lodge activities. On April 20, 1988, at the 
201st Annual Communication of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina, Most 
Worshipful Lee Roy Thomas, Jr. was elected and installed as Grand Master, 
an honor he so justly and richly deserved. In his acceptance remarks Brother 
Thomas set the tone of his year as Grand Master when he enjoined the brethren 
to create a more positive image of Freemasonry by becoming more actively 
involved. Involved not only in Masonic Lodge work and Masonic charity work, 
but also involved in building strong ties between the Masonic bodies. He also 
advised that this positive image “means having a wholesome and positive 
image of ourselves and it means using modern methods of communication and 
every appropriate means to create a positive image of Freemasonry in the 
public eye.”

future. Building upon this enthusiasm ignited in the district meetings, our 
Grand Master instituted a series of Leadership Seminars which were 
conducted on Saturday mornings in convenient locations across the entire 
State of North Carolina over a period of four weekends. The overwhelming 
number of Masons who attended and the enthusiastic response generated at 
these Leadership Seminars served to further the theme set by our Grand 
Master at his installation that “creating a positive image for Masonry renews 
the commitment and dedication to the enduring values that have insured the 
survival of this great and honorable institution over the centuries.” This 
message has likewise been taken by our Grand Master to the many appendant 
Masonic organizations within the State, and to the several national and 
international Masonic meetings he has attended during a year of extensive 
travel. He has also diligently encouraged and renewed a closer relationship 
between the Masonic Lodges and the Shrine in an effort to bring harmony and 
understanding. 


Our Grand Master’s year of service has been a watershed year for 
Masonry in North Carolina. In his quiet, unruffled, but positive manner, Most 
Worhshipful Brother Thomas has lighted the fire for a rekindling and 
rebuilding of the Masonic pride and heritage within this State. Much as he did 
when he used his skill and craftsmanship in helping with the restoration of 
Tryon Palace, our Colonial Capital in New Bern, North Carolina, he has laid 
out his plan and furnished the design for the enhancement of the image of our 
fraternity not only among ourselves, but with the public at large. The "bricks 
and mortar" contained in the many messages delivered by him at the 
numerous Masonic functions he has attended during the past year will enable 
our fraternity to build upon the strong foundation an edifice of pride which 
will serve as a beacon to all future generations.

And to Most Worshipful Pete Thomas and J ean, Zee and I appreciate very 
much your letting us share so many of your Masonic experiences with you last 
year. 


Each person has several days in their life which are special. These stand 
out for different reasons. The 13th birthday when we become a teenager. My 
daughter, Rachel, has just celebrated her 16th birthday and on that day 
received her driver’s license. No doubt this is one of the most memorable days 
of her life and likewise our 16th birthday was a memorable day for each of us 
and Laura recently becoming twenty and no longer a teenager was special to 
her. All of us consider the day of our marriage as a very special day. Next 
comes the birth of our children and other speical events. For a Mason those 
special days include the night he is first admitted into a Lodge and becomes an 
Entered Apprentice, followed by the night he receives the sublime degree of a 
Master Mason. As one travels through a Masonic life there are other special 
events and days which I will not try to enumerate, but none can beso special as 
the day and the experienceof being elected by your Brothers to serve as Grand 
Master ofthis Grand Lodge. The joy and excitement and the humility one feels 
will make this a most memorable and an unforgettable day for me.

PRESERVATION 


Reg. 70-01 (2) All the lodge books of records and accounts, old 
as well as new, shall be carefully preserved 
under lock and key by the Secretary as safely as 
possible from the hazards of fire, water, loss, or 
mutilation. 

(3) Proceedings of the Grand Lodge shall be pre- 
served by lodges in suitable bookcases and under 
charge of the lodge Secretary who shall be 
responsible for their proper keeping. They may 
be loaned to members who shall return them to 
the lodge at or before the next succeeding stated 
communication. 


Reg. 95-04 Each subordinate lodge in the jurisdiction shall 
keep copies of the laws of the Grand Lodge for the 
inspection of its members. It is the duty of the 
Master to enforce strictly such laws in the lodge 
over which he presides. The published Proceed- 

ings of the Grand Lodge shall also be kept on file 

and shall be conclusive evidence of all matters 
reported therein as the action of the Grand 

Lodge, and except as otherwise provided, shall 

be evidence of other matters contained there.
